,.. Whistle-stop Technique. 
. Speaking vigorously in a style 
reminiscent of his 1948 whistle- 
stop technique, Truman declared 
that under the Republicans 
“frenzied diplomacy has taken 
the: place of our former sure- 
opted bi-partisan foreign pol- 
ey.” 


He vigorously denounced the 
G.O.P. . “give-away” programs 
and accused the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration of failing to act 
promptly to stem unemployment 
or to halt the decline of farm 
income. 

The former President's talk 
was not carried on any live tele- 
vision or radio program. A de- 
layed national broadcast was 
scheduled over the American 
Broadcasting Co. network begin- 
ning at 9:30 p.m., an hour and a 
half after he speaking 
before the $6 box supper rally 
at Municipal Auditorium. 

Crowd Estimated at 4000. 

The crowd was estimated at 
approximately 4000 by Clarence 
D. Hoff, the auditorium man- 
ager. 

The former president arrived 
at 7 o’clock, and the people ap- 
plauded as best they could and 
still ‘manage the supper® boxes, 
from which they were taking

On the public address 
system an announcer cautioned 
against crowding around him 
an@’'trying to shake hands with 
him.

PACIFIC FIRE POWER 
AT ALL TIME PEAK, 
AIR FORCE REVEALS 


HONOLULU, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
An Air Force spokesman said 
today the United States has 
more fire power capability in the 
Pacific “‘than ever before.” 

That includes “the entire pe- 
riod of World War II,” Maj, Wil- 
liam J. Lookadoo, Pacific Air 
Force information officer, told a 
reporter. 

Lookadoo said United States 
air power in the Pacific was in- 
creased to its. high capacity with 
the arrival of a B-36 bomber 
wing in Guam Saturday. He ex- 
plained’ this drastic increase in 
capability is due to the immense 
potential of the atomic bombs 
the B36s are built to deliver. 

He declined to amplify his 
statement with a breakdown of 
the total air power in the Pacific 
now compared with its previous 
peak. 

The B36s of the Strategic Air 
Command's Ninety-second Bom- 
bardment Wing landed at An- 
derson Air Force Base, Guam, 
after a nonstop flight from Fair- 
child Air Force base near Spo- 
kane, Wash. It was the first mass 
flight of a full wing of the 10- 
engine bombers in the Pacific.

Until bedridden, Mr. Crump 
had given his full time to oper- 
ating his prosperous insurance, 
investments and real estate firm 
and calling the political shots in 
this city of nearly half a million 
persons. 

Disliked Title ‘Boss’ 

His enemies, most of whom 
lived outside Memphis, . called 
him “Boss Crump,” a name he 
abhorred. But he was the un- 
questioned “law” of the city and 
even his enemies admitted he 
gave the city honest and effi- 
cient government. In return for 
“good government” the people 
gave up their political inde- 
pendence. 

One observer put it this way: 
“Crump bribed emphis with 
good government at low cost 
and Memphis has not functioned 
as a real democracy for half a 
century.” 

Mr. Crump’s statewide influ- 
ence suffered its first setback in 
1948 when Estes Kefauver won 
election to the Senate despite 
bitter Crump opposition.’ 

But even in that election, the 
boss’s candidate carried Mem- 
phis and Shelby county. 

His Reign Began in 1905. 

Known to most as E. H. 
Crump, rather than Edward Hull 
Crump, Mr. Crump first came to 
power in 1905 when his political 
organization defeated the then- 
reigning machine. 

His influence expanded to the 
state level in the 1920’s and he 
was a controlling force in Ten- 
nessee politics ,until Kefauver 
won. { 

New residents of Memphis 
often expressed amazement when 
city and county elections came 
up and there was only one slate 
of candidates—Mr. Crump’s.

The report on handling of traf- 
fic cases, made jointly by the 
American Bar Association and 
the Traffic Institute of North-

It proposed that the consoli- 

ated court have four divisions, 

and that traffic and non-traffic 
cases be assigned to separate 
divisions. 

The study cost the city $5000. 
It was made at suggestion of 
City Court Judges Robert G. 
Dowd and Morris Rosenthal, who 
had recommended many of the 
changes proposed in the survey. 

Lacking in Dignity. 

Invetigators found the two 
courts, where city ordinance vio- 
lations are tried, to be lacking 
in the dignity and decorum that 
should surround the administra- 
tion of justice at any level while 
certain attaches and the prose- 
cutors were said to show lack of 
interest in their work by 
the perfunctory performance of 
their duties. 

It was further found that 
follow-up procedures on defend- 
ants who failed to appear in

Another surprising discovery 
was the lack of authority in the 
two judges of the city courts to 
issue warrants of arrest for de- 
fendants who fail to heed traffic 
offense citation® While arrests 
of this type are made, they are 
made without court process of 
any kind, it was asserted. 

If a recommendation that all 
defendahts charged with of- 
fenses against public safety be 
required to appear in court, even 
on guilty pleas, is adopted, the 
investigators foresaw a case load 
of 80,000 hearings and trials in 
the not too distant future. With 
national standards suggesting 
establishment of a traffic court 
for each 7500 cases a year, the 
report called for four divisions 
with a judge assigned to each 
division. 

One division would try all 
non-traffic cases, one division 
would try traffic cases involving 
aceidents and-two divisions 
would handle. all traffic cases 
not involving accidents. 

Undesirable Atmosphere. 

“In each of the two city’ 
courts in St. Louis, traffic of- 
fenses are on the daily call with 
other criminal cases,” the report 
said. “Citizens charged with 
traffic ‘offenses, lawyers and 
witnesses must sit in the court- 
rooms with defendants charged 
with drunkenness, gambling, 
prostitution and other offenses 
involving moral turpitude. This 
is an undesirable atmosphere in 
which to try traffic offenders.” 

-Until the four divisions are 
established, the report recom- 
mended the courts divide their 
daily calls into two sessions—one 
for general offenses and one for 
traffic offenses, with a definite 
recess between each. 

A uniform‘ traffic citation and 
complaint to replace the three 
types now used by police offi- 
cers and the enactment of a 
model traffic ordinance were 
also recommended. : 

It was estimated that 40 per 
cent of the 200,000 citations is- 
sued last year for parking viola- 
tions failed to receive any fol- 
low-up because they were pre- 
sumed to involve vehirles of non- 
residents. These represented

He took issue with 
Mendes-France’s support of 
West German rearmament, say- 
ing he did not believe French- 
German friendship would be 
“flowering” soon. But he pub- 
licly hailed Mendes-France as 
the party’s new national leader. 

The Premier, ‘in his lengthy 
report, predicted the new sys- 
tem grouping France, Britain, 
West Germany, Italy and the 
Benelux countries in a stronger 
Brussels alliance, would estab- 
lish tight links in financial, eco- 
nomic and social fields as well 
as the military domain. 

“The result, with Germany in 
particular, will be such a com- 
munity of interests that we will 
feel ourselves really associates,” 
the Premier said.

It was further recommended 
that a sufficient number of peace 
officers be assigned to the city 
courts with the sole duty of 
serving these warrants, — 

Creation of a special police 
unit for the purpose of inves- 
tigating traffic accidents also 
was recommended. These men 
would investigate all accidents 
and would initiate prosecutions 
against persons responsible for 
accidents if proof of this could 
be ‘ound, regardless of the 
wishes of the possible victim of 
the accident. 

“Traffic offenses are not dis- 


jor arrest for viotators of city 


the civil responsibility for dam- 
ages, but offenses against the 
safety and welfare of the entire 
community,” the report said. 

“Prosecutions for traffic of- 
fenses should not be used to 
compel settlement for civil dam- 
ages between individuals, nor 
should they depend on the out- 
come of a settlement for civil 
damages between individuals.” 

Solicitation in Building. 

The report took note of ru- 
mors that the Municipal Courts 
building was the scene of solici- 
tation by public employes of 
business on behalf of lawyers 
and professional bondsmen who 
then split their fees with the 
solicitors. 

No attempt to verify the ru- 
mors was made, but “observation 
indicated their probable valid- 
ity,” it was said. A recommenda- 
tion was made that an investi- 
gation of the rumors be launched 
by the appropriate authorities. 

The Bar Association of St. 
Louis set up two free informa- 
tion booths in Municipal Courts 
building as a public service last 
This move, advocated by 
both city court judges, was in- 
terpreted as an attempt to dis- 
courage reported solicitation of 
legal business there. 

A dim view was taken of the 
handling of juvenile traffic of- 
fenders, of whom about 90 per 
cent are 16 years old. Most of 
these cases are disposed of by 
the juvenile police officer of the 
district concerned, but others 
are referred to the Juvenile 
Court. 

Declaring that juvenile traffic 
offenders should be made to 
réalize their obligations to obey 
traffic laws and drive safely, the 
report said this should not be 
accomplished by subjecting the 
juvenile of licensable age to the 
procedures of the Juvenile Court 
culminating in his classification 
as a juvenile delinquént. 


or Tucker remarked that if all

Various faults were found ‘in 
the Traffic Violations Bureau of 
the Police Department. These 
included a lack of control rec- 
ords on traffic citations, lack of 
periodic audits of the citations, 
insufficient security measures 
and supervisory checks of cita- 
tions in the course of processing 
in the bureau, and: laxness in 
follow-up procedufes where the 
defendant fails to appear on the 
original citation. 

Among the 21 specific recom- 
mendations concerning the Bu- 
reau, one would take it out of 
the Police Department and 
place it under the city courts, 
with its jurisdiction limited to 
offenses against public conven- 
ience and excluding those that 
jeopardize public safety, | 

It would process all traffie | 
citations issued by the Police | 


_Department, prepare all daily | 


court call sheets for traffic ses- | 
sions, keep records on citations | 
and defendants and inangurate 
rapid’ follow-up procedures for 
violaters who fail to respond to 
traffic citations. 

All defendants would be re- 
quired to sign a plea of guilty 
and waiver of trial before being 
permitted to pay a penalty in 
the Bureau. It would also be 
charged with obtaining informa- 
tion of prior convictions and 
forwarding it to prosecutors on 
court dates. 

Cost of reorganizing the Bu- 
reau under a direttor and i5 
clerks with proper mechanical 
office equipment was estimated 
at $74,000 the first year and 
$67,600 in succeeding years. 

For Administrative Officer. 

The report found a definite 
need for an administrative of- 
ficer in the city courts. 

“As detailed elsewhere in this 
report, there are no rules of 
court, records are not adequate, 
periodic‘ reports are inaccurate 
and otherwise insufficient and 
statistics are either inadequate 
or unavailable,” the report said. 

“All of these and other ad- 
ministrative deficiencies can be 
remedied as recommended, but 
to assure continuity and uni- 
formity of management a court 
administrative officer should be 
appointed, directly responsible 
to the city court judges, to co- 
ordinate and supervise all ad- 
ministrative activities in con- 
nection with the court.” 

While the report commented 
favorably on the two judges, 
Dowd and Rosenthal, for their 
efforts at educating themselves 
in principles of traffic safety and 
for making improvements that 
contributed to traffic safety, it 
dealt less kindly wi some 
court attaches and the two pros- 
ecutors. 

Several attaches were dis- 
courteous to persons appearing 
in court and most appeared

Paarlberg, formerly farm eco- 
nomics professor at Purdue Uni- 
versity, spoke On problems of| 
low-income _ farms. Their) 
troubles, he said, stem from low 
productivity, which in turn is’ 
caused by unproductive land,| 
inadequate capital, poor educa-| 
tion and high birth rate. 

“During the present decade at 
least a fourth of the young men 
reaching working age on our 
farms will be in excess of needs 
for replacing older men who die 
or retire,” he said. 

“This would be the case if the 
mumber of our farmers were to 
remain static. But a technologi- 
eal revolution is taking place on 
the farms, and the number of, 
farmers needed to supply our! 
food needs is decreasing.

President Eisenhower has twice asked 
fot a Republican Congress, at the Holly- 
wood Bowl and at a televised performance 
in Denver, In his ars taki speech he 
said: 

“When Congress is controlled by one 
political party and the executive branch 
by the other, politics in Washington has 
a field day. The conduct of government 
tends, under these conditions, to deterio- 
rate into an endless round of contests 
for political advantage — an endless 
round of political maneuvering, of stag- 
nation and inaction—or half measures or 
no measures at all.” 


At Denver, observing that he was bring- - 


ing up “a political fact of life,” he drew 
this picture: 

“You know perfectly well that you can’t 
have one car with two drivers at the steer- 
ing wheel and expect to end up any place 
but in the ditch — especially when the 
drivers are set on going in different direc- 
tions. You cannot have efficient Federal 


, Government when the Congress wants to 


follow one philosophy of government and 
the executive branch another.” 

This view is, of course, challenged by 
Democratic leaders, who are not unmind- 
ful that, with the spectacular exception of 
1946 and 1948, the party in power which 
lost the mid-term congressional elections 
lost the White House two years later. 

Former President Truman, in a 
letter to Democratic National Chairman 

Stephen A. Mitchell said Mr. Eisenhower 

‘needs a Democratic Congress if he is 

to go down in history as a successful 

president who helped to save the free 
world.’ After comparing the Ejighty- 
third Congress with the Republican-con- 
trolled Eightieth, elected in 1946, he 
added: “It behooves the American peo- 
ple to give Mr. Eisenhower a Demo- 
cratic Congress and hope we can save 
him from the misdeeds of his own 

party. ” , 

Former Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, speaking as the 1952 Democratic 
presidential nominee, answered the Presi- 
dent’s Denver speech by saying: 

“The sober fact, of course, is that when 
the President denounces the, Democrats as 
enemies of his program he must know that 
on many key measures — foreign trade, 
housing, health, the conduct of foreign 
relations—the Democrats were far better 
supporters than the Republicans.” 

Former Speaker Sam Rayburn, who 
would become speaker again if the House 
goes Democratic, and Senate Minority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson, who would be 
majority leader in a Democratic Senate, 
assured the President by wire last Satur- 
day that “as far as we are concerned there 
will be no cold war conducted by the 
Democrats when we gain. control of both 
houses of Congress.” 

They also assured him that “we will con- 
tinue to protect the rights of the President 
against the Old Guard who tried so hard 
to reduce them during the last session.” 

x* * * 


THE HISTORICAL record is mixed on 
what has happened when the White House 
and the Capitol were controlled by dif- 
ferent parties. After the 1910 elections, 
Taft was harassed more by the La Follette 
Progressives and the Theodore Rooseyelt 
Square Dealers than by the Democratic 
House. In fact, his reciprocity agreement 
with Canada was supported by a large 
number of Democrats, but Democratic 
Champ Clark of Missouri, 
thoughtlessly spoke about the “annexation 
of Canada.” This caused the aroused 
‘Canadians to reject it. 

}Wilson’s phrasing of his call for a Demo- 
cratic Congress was misinterpreted as an 
attack on the patriotism of Republicans, 
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PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 
“End up... in the ditch” 


and while there is some question over how 
many votes it influenced, his Republican 
and Democratic enemies asserted that be- 
cause of the Democratic defeat he could 
not speak for the nation on foreign affairs. 
He called Congress into extraordinary ses- 
sion to ratify the World War I Versailles 
Peace Treaty and the League of Nations 
agre®ment. He refused to accept anything 
but the ‘mildest reservations and the 
treaty was rejected by the Senate at that 
session and the succeeding regular session. 
One argument today for a Republican 
Congress to support Eisenhower is that a 
Democratic Congress would be inter- 
preted abroad as a repudiation of the 
President’s leadership. The political sit- 
uation, however, is not quite compar- 
able with 13918-1920 because of the 
present bipartisan. foreign policy. Fur- 
thermore, the so-called isolationists of 
today, such as Senators Bricker, Jenner, 
Malone and McCarthy, are not of the 
same stature as the Republican irrecon- ~“ 
ilabl Senators Lodge, Borah, John- 
son, Moses, Knox, McCormick and 
La Follette. 


Foreign countries with the parliamentary 
form of government might misconstrue the 
election. In this country, after Truman's 
failure to get a Democratic Congress in 
1946, Democratic. Senator J. William Ful- 
bright of Arkansas suggested that he re- 
sign because he no longer had support of 
the voters. . 


The Congress returned by the 1930 elec- 
tions under President Hoover was much 
like the Eighty-third in composition, with 
the Republicans and one Independent 
equally balancing the Democrats in the 
Senate and with only a six-man majority 
in the House. This was before the Norris 
lame duck amendment was enacted and 
when the new Congress convened in De- 
cember 1931 death had replaced enough 
Republicans to give the Democrats a ma- 
jority in the House. John Nance Garner 
of Texas was elected Speaker 218 to 207 
over Bertrand Snell of New York, with 
four Wisconsin Progressives voting with 
the Democrats, No motion was made, how- 
ever, to oust Republican Senator George 
Moses of New Hampshire as President Pro 
Tem of the Senate, the symbol of Repub- 
lican control. — 


The economic depression was in full 
force when the Congress convened and 
over 1500 “hunger marchers” were milling 
around the Capitol plaza. Hoover was will- 
ing to spend only a limited amount to re- 
lieve human suffering and insisted that 
the budget. be balanced. Congress did, how- 
ever, approve the two-billion-dallar Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to aid busi- 
ness and the House approved a two-billion, 
four-hundred-million-dollar soldier’s bonus 
which the Senate rejected. After the 
Democratic presidential and congressional 
victories in 1932, Hoover proposed a sales 
tax but Congress ignored it. Congress also 
declined to vote broad governmental or- 
ganization power to the White House. The 
Democrats said President-elect Roosevelt 
should have a free hand on this. 


Roosevelt always had Democratic ma- 
jorities in both houses during his tenure 
but Truman lost both houses in postwar 
elections of 1946, chiefly because of the 
rationing of meat and other household 
commodities.

THE 1946 DEFEAT demonstrated how 
organizational changes in the two houses 
can affect domestic legislation and also 
what happens when a President of one 
party cannot work with the congressional 
majorities of the other party. The great 
exception was the vital bipartisan foreign 
policy legislation that was enacted. The 
credit for this must go to President Tru- 
man and the late Republican Arthur H. 
Vandenberg of Michigan, who became 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee.

These included civil rights, federal aid to 
education, compulsory, health insurance, 
social security extension, slum clearance 
credit and rent controls and various anti- 
inflationary measures. 


The Republicans paid little attention to 
these recommendations and it is ironic 


| that some of the items in the boasts of 


present-day Republicans were included in 
Truman’s major proposals. These are 
social security extension, health insurance, 
aid to education, general tax revision, 
Communist control, loyalty tests, statehood 
for Hawaii and Alaska, oleomargarine tax 
repeal, public housing and slum clearance. 

It is more than & coincidence that at 
Denver President Eisenhower lists these 
subjects for action by the Republican Con- 
gress he hopes to get: A vast new highway 
program; expansion of foreign trade; a 
water resources program; health iegisla- 
tion, without socialized medicine; aid for 
school construction; an enlarged military 
reserve; statehood for Hawaii; lower vot- 
ing age for federal elections; changes in 
the Taft-Hartley Law, and further advance- 
ment of civil rights. 


He asserted that “a cold war or partisan 
politics between the Congress and the ex- 
ecutive branch won't give us these goals.” 


There will, of course, be partisan politics 


‘in the next Congress regardless of whether 


the Democrats win control or the Repub- 
licans retain their hold. 


Truman was hamstrung in the Eightieth | 
Congress on domestic issues by a coalition | 
_of southern conservative Democrats and | 
| Republicans. In the Eighty-third Congress 
, Democrats gave substantial and sometimes 


necessary support for many Eisenhower 
recommendations.

From these and other sources two con- 
clusions emergé which can be stated, 
briefly: 


1. There is no reasonable doubt that 
our best traditions of intellectual free- 
dom have come under serious challenge 
in recent years by that brand of “anti- 
Communism” of which Senator Joseph 
R.. McCarthy furnishes the clearest ex- 
ample, but which includes the activities 
of a host of lesser would-be McCarthys. 


2. Our response to that challenge has 
been two-fold: ‘On the one hand there 
has indeed been fear and intimidation 
—but on the other hand some men and 
women have been goaded into a re-ex- 
amination of our traditions of intellec- 
tual freedom. As a result, those tradi- 
tions have received fresh emphasis and 
re-statement, and those who believe in 
them have begun to fight back. 


It is even possible that the American 
freedom to think, speak and write without 
constraint will be strengthened as a re- 
sult of the assaults on freedom; by this 
reasoning the strength of freedom is not 
to be measured by its enemies, but by the 
vigor with which freedom is defended by 
its friends. 


* * * 


THE DAMAGE that has taken place as 
the “climate of fear” has developed in the 
United States may be summarized under 
three headings: Damage to individuals; 
damage to institutions; damage to the 
broader interests of the nation as a whole. 


Fortas, a prosperous Washington corpo- 
ration lawyer who held many important 
posts under President Roosevelt, includ- 
ing that- of Under Secretary of the In- 
terior, accepts—always without fee—a lim- 
ited number of cases of Government em- 
ployes threatened with dismissal under 
the loyalty reviev. program. 

“With a very few exceptions,” Fortas 
told this writer, “my clients. have been 
cleared of the charges:against them, and 
have retained their jobs. 


“But almost invariably, the ‘victims’ 
of loyalty review processes dre de- 
stroyed as effective human beings—and 
also, of course, as Government em- 
ployes.” 


In an attempt to sanhgi-cide to disprove 
—this somewhat remarkable statement, 
this writer interviewed two persons who 
cannot be named. One is_a responsible 
Foreign Service officer in the State De- 
partment—a Republican who has. been 
given more responsibility under the Eis- 
enhower Administration than he formerly 
held. The other is a man who has been 
subjected to a loyalty investigation dur- 
ing which serious doubts were raised as to 
his fitness to serve in a Government agen- 
cy; but who subsequently was cleared of 
charges against him. — 

The Foreign Service Officer, whose loy- 
alty and associations had never béen ques- 
tioned, was the most bitter of the two 
against the State Department loyalty re- 


view program. It had, he said, effectively

An older brother, living in another city, 
was known to have had “questionable” 
friends. The man himself, when an under- 
graduate at a leading university, had ex- 
pressed Marxian ideas during a class dis- 
cussion. What had produced the great 
shock to his life? 


Fortas, in an article for a psychiatric 
journal, has put it in these words: 


“The victims of the loyalty process 
are invariably made distraught by their 
involvement. Their effort to recall in 
the legal-psychiatric interview the 
facts of their life, associations, friends, 
opinions and attitudes, is painful and 
tortuous. ... Their world has ceased to 
be logical or reasonable. They know 
that they have been denounced but they 
do not know their accusers. Their ex- 
istence has suddenly become dominated 
by real or fancied informers, eavesdrop- 
pers and mysterious and all-powerful 
judges.” 


All human beings have a certain amount | | 


of repressed guilt feeling—often going | 


back to early childhood. Under the shock | 
of “loyalty investigations” it is not un- | 
usual that they begin. to question their | 


own loyalty, even when the objective facts 
do not put this in question. This was the 
case of the man who had expressed ideas 
which might be considered Marxian, some 


10 years before. 


“IT have been cleared,” he said, “but I 
still feel guilty—of what? I don’t know.” 


It might be inferred that this man was 


Foreign Service officer who had not had 
his loyalty questioned believe this case 
is typical. Fortas told of another case, 


which he had thought was going to be an 


exception: A tough, realistic, apparently 
emotionally stable man who was cleared 
of loyalty charges amid a fanfare of praise 
from his contemporaries: “but today,” 
Fortas added, “he is a broken man, like 
the rest.” 


Such cases among Government employes 
run into the thousands. Damage to in- 
dividual men and women cannot be lightly 
dismissed if the American tradition which 
puts high value on the “sacredness of the 
individual” is going to mean anything. 

Damage to individuals has been great- | 
est in Government. Atomic scientists, and | 


some professors in universities—and prob- | 
ably more teachers in public schools and | 


public librarianms—also have been intimi- 
dated, and some have lost their jobs.

THE EFFECT of the “climate of fear” 
on our institutions has perhaps been most 
disastrous in the State Department— 
where it may be argued reasonably the 
greatest undamaged ability is needed, to. 
man our first-line defenses against war 
and aggression. , 

One of the clearest dangers in a “cli- 
mate of fear” in the State Department is 
that responsible Foreign Service officers 
will report what they think their superiors 
want to hear, rather than the.cold facts.

knowledge placed on the defensive be- 
fore the inroads of self-appointed snoop- 
ers and censors, a portion of our youth 
encouraged to fear ideas on the pretext 
of being defended from them. 


“We have seen the reputations of our 
great private philanthropic foundations, 
with their immense and unique records 
of contribution to the national life, reck- 
lessly attacked; ingratitude flung in the 
face of the entire institution of private 
benevolence. We have seen our friends 
in other countries frustrated in their 
efforts to help and support us, reduced 
to an embarrassed and troubled silence 
before the calumnies.of our enemies 
upon us, for they were no longer sure 
whether these calumnies did not contain 
some measure of truth. And all of this 
in the name of our protection from 
Communist subversion, and yet every bit 
of it agreeable to Communist purposes 
as almost nothing else could be; and all 
of: it supported by people who then 
have the effrontery to come before us 
and to say, ‘Show us one innocent man 
who has suffered.’ ”

| man. From this high point the line would 
' waver on a plateau until the day, last June, 


when at the McCarthy hearing, special 
Army Counsel Joseph N. Welch turned on 
McCarthy, in protest over the Wisconsin 
Senator’s smearing of a junior member of 
the Welch law firm: 


“Until this moment,” said Welch, in. 
impassioned tones, “I never fully gauged 
your cruelty and recklessness.” 


It was a moment shared by millions on 
television—and it now appears to many 
observers that public sympathy shifted 
clearly away from McCarthy in that inci- 
dent. The Watkins Committee vote of 


censure against McCarthy, by this line of 


thinking, was the logical sequence. 


Which is to say that behind the “climate 
of fear’ is a particular state of public 


mind that lends itself to exploitation by 


those who find political benefit in fear- 
mongering.

Sed editorial, “A New Day in 
Europe,” published Oct. 4, is a 
thoughtful analysis of the nine pow- 
er London agreement. In the midst 
of the “hurrahs” ‘it is reassuring to 
have some appraisal that is calm and 
restrained in its approach and thal 
peints out past failures as possible 
piifalls for future disasters. 


A German army, like any army, 
miay be made into an instrument for 
peace. But all who are now shouting 
approval would do well to remember 
it has not been so used for the past 
190 »years; that this military force 
once created will not and cannot be 
cehtrolied by others than the Ger- 
miaps themselves, treaties to the con- 
trary, nothwithstanding. Once cre- 
ated, Ifke children, it becomes a 
“hostage to fortune,” possibly an 
eyi) one. 

It should not be necessary to point 
out that the London agreement re- 
solves no fundamental problem. The 
U:8.S.R. and the United States re- 
main on the Elbe; Germany remains 
pattitioned with nationalism resurg- 
ent; the A and H bomb continue to 
be, mahufactured and can be deliv- 
ered by both sides as the “cold war” 
becomes warmer. 


The agreement is largely peripher- 
al in its desired effect. While the 
military balance remains substantial- 
ly “unchanged, the political effects 
may be encrmous. A rearmed and 
resurgent Germany intent upon uni- 
fieation and revenge may well chain 
Eastern Europe to the Soviet chariot 
and make World War III inevitable.

Report From Lincoln U. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Integration in education as decreed 
by the Supreme Court in its momen- 
tous decision took an unusual twist 
in Missouri when Lincoln University, 
one of the more distinguished univer- 
sities for Negroes, dropped its color 
bar and became a school open to all 
regardless of race, color and creed. 


Following the announcement of in- 
tegration over 150 inquiries were re- 
ceived from white persons interested 
in courses. Although no records are 
kept as to race, a substantial number 
of white persons are now rekistered 
as students in a wide variety of 
courses ranging from pre-medicine 
to music and business education. -A 
person who attends the University 
of Missouri and teaches at Lincoln 
estimates that there are at least as 
many white persons enrolled at Lin- 
coln University as Negro students 
at Columbia. 

The experiment is working out 
beautifully. 

More important the Lincoln Uni- 
versity experiment is a demonstra- 
tion of American democracy at its 
best, for it makes clear that democ- 
racy in its truest sense is a two- 
way street. Eighty-eight-year-old 
Lincoln University, almost as old as 
the University of Missouri, with its 
large educational plant built at a cost 
of many millions, should enter a 
period of greater service to the state.

Why Not a Judge? 

For the second time in less than two years 
fate has given President Eisenhower the oppor- 
tunity to make an appointment to the Supreme 
Court. It is a responsibility that some Presidents 
were never called on to discharge, while others 
made only one appointment in all the years 
they were in office. 

There is no indication whatever as to whom 
Mr. Eisenhower may namie to succeed the late 
Justice Robert H. Jackson of New York. Indeed 
it appears that there will be no haste about a 
selection since the Senate is now recessed until 
Nov. 8 and there could be no confirmation yntil 
after that date. 

Here is an executive function which never 
should be discharged in haste. Supreme Court 
Justices often long survive the Presidents who 
appoint them. In 1895—just 30 years after 
Lincoln’s assassination—Justice Stephen J. 
Field, last of the Civil War President’s five 
appointees, was on the Supreme Court voting 
in the historic income tax decision.

Senator Watkins of Utah proposes a name for 
the vacancy that the White House would do very 
well to consider. It is that of Chief Judge Orie 
L. Phillips, originally of New Mexico, but now 
presiding over the Tenth Court of Appeals at 
Denver. <As Senator Watkins, who is a. Re- 
publican member of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, suggests, a very strong case can be made 
for naming a man who has proved himself on 
the bench. 

Before Earl Warren was chosen to be Chief 
Justice a year ago in succession to the late Fred 
M. Vinson, the name of Chief Judge John J. 
Parker of the Fourth Court of Appeals was also 
suggested. Judge Parker would be on the Su- 
preme Court today—and a distinguished mem- 
ber he would have made—had it not been for 
the unfortunate and unfair fight that developed 
against him in the Senate when then President 
Herbert Hoover nominated him in 1930. 

Among state Supreme Court jurists of Repub- 
lican affiliation, Chief Justice Arthur T. Vander- 
bilt of New Jersey is undoubtedly by far the 
best known. He has been president of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association. He led in reconstituting the 
New Jersey court system so as to make it a near 
model for the entire country. He has done im- 
portant assignments for the United States Su- 
preme Court. He has worked closely for a gen- 
eration in the forefront of the movement to im- 
prove the administration of law and justice. 
Judge Vanderbilt deserves earnest consideration 
for the vacancy.

It is no discredit whatever to the able and 
conscientious Mr. Warren, who had had no judi- 
cial experience at all, to say that his selection 
was a serious disappointment to the eligible 
jurists on the lower federal and state courts. 

That is water under the bridge. And mean- 
time the new Chief Justice is winning admira- 
tion as the highest court's presiding officer: The 
question now is: Will the second Eisenhower ap- 
pointment go to a noted political figure or will 
it recognize devoted service on the bench? 

Senator Stennis of Mississippi urges the Pres- 
ident to ignore “political” factors in making his 
choice. The Mississippi Democrat says he hopes 
for a new Justice with “wide judicial experi- 
ence.” The hope is a proper one and the Presi- 
dent will make no mistake in trying to realize it 
from a list of available prospects. 

The responsibility is Mr. Eisenhower's and it 
is a serious one. No one should attempt to tell 
him whom to appoint, but a good first principle 
this time would be: 

A Judge for Justice of the Supreme Court.

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Plain’ Talk in Public Health 


Dr. Evarts A. Graham well knew, in praising 


the action, the courage it took for the Public 
Health Cancer Association to advise the public 
to stop smoking cigarettes in order to reduce 
the incidence of lung cancer. He must know, as 
most others do not, the pressures that can be 
brought to keep an individual or an organization 
from speaking out frankly on such a subject. 

Dr. Graham’s example, in making public 
knowledge of his experiments linking cigarette- 
smoking to lung cancer, must have been a fac- 
tor in inducing the Public Health Cancer Associ- 
ation to speak out with equal bluntness. It is a 
melancholy commentary that, in the distin- 
guished surgeon’s belief, this marks the first 
time such an organization has warned people 
“not to do sométhing because of possible harm.” 

But the fact that there has been a first time 
raises hope it will not be the last. The Public 
Health Cancer Association’s example may en- 
courage other individuals and organizations bear- 
ing responsibility for public health to express 
themselves candidly. 

These courageous facings of unpleasant facts 
are, moreover, compelling the cigarette indus- 
try to begin, though belatedly, to inquire scien- 
tifically into its own product, to determine what 
can be done to safeguard the health of smokers. 
Pending the answers, the best advice is that of 


the Public Health Cancer Association, to “pon-— 


der well the question of whether the risk in- 
volved is worth the pleasure gained.”

10,000,000 Chinese Expatriates 

Premier Nehru of India is going to Peiping 
this week where he is expected to ask Red 
China to renounce the allegiance of Chinese 
overseas. There are 10,000,000 Chinese scattered 
throughout Southeast Asia. Whether they are 
potential Chinese Communist agents, followers 
of the Chinese Nationalist government on For- 
mosa or loyal citizens of the country they inhabit 
may well play a big part in determining the 
course of Southeast Asia. 

Overseas Chinese have a reputation for 
shrewdness and there is little doubt that right 
now many of them simply want to be sure that 
they are going to be on the winning side: Too 
many have already played the Communist game 
with the Huks, the Vietminh and the Malayan 
guerrillas. But some have balanced that score by 
their contributions to Chinese hospitals, banks, 
schools and chambers of commerce in the for- 
eign country they have adopted. . 

Every effort should be made by the free na- 
tions of Southeast Asia to win over the Chinese 
in their midst. There should be no more mis- 
takes such as that made in the Philippines where 
legislation recently was enacted which will oust 
all Chinese from retail trade within the next 10 
years and thus deprive many of them of their 
normal means of livelihood. Thailand, tradition- 
ally anti-Chinese, also has tightened up on the 
2,500,000 Chinese in its midst. The unfair tactics 
these two countries have adopted seem certain 
to drive many Chinese into Peiping’s eager arms. 

Nor are things going well with the Chinese 
minority in the struggling young Republic of 
Indonesia. Infested with Red agents and influ- 
enced by a Communist faction in government, 
Indonesia has 2,000,000 Chinese residing in those 
islands so richly endowed by nature. Repre-

sentations from Indonesia to Red China about 
allowing these Chinese to have free choice in 
determining whether or not they will become 
Indonesian citizens have been stalled in Peiping 
for more than a year. 

If Nehru can persuade Peiping to free the 
overseas Chinese, he will perform a valuable 
service for peace in Southeast Asia.

Next Step Toward Reform 

Election of a Board of Freeholders to revise 
completely St. Louis's 40-year-old City Charter is 
the’ next item of business on the municipal 
agenda of progress and reform. A bill calling 
the election for next Jan, 25 is pending in the 
Board of Aldermen. It js strongly supported by 
Mayor Tucker and the Democratic. leadership 
and undoubtedly will be passed in the near 
future. . 

Revision of the Charter is, of course, a mu- 
nicipal necessity if the administration of city 
affairs is to be streamlined and useless, costly 
dead weight cut away. As Mayor Tucker has been 
pointing out in talks to civic groups of late, the 
present instrument “creates waste and ineffi- 
ciency that is legally but not practically neces- 
sary.” 

The proposed Charter of 1950—defeated after 
a campaign that abounded in misrepresentation 
—cut the number of compulsory boards and of- 
fices from 42 to 22, centralized many operations 
and even made a stab at bringing some state- 
controlled offices under the city’s budgetary 
and personnel controls. 

Drawing a new charter that will be at least as 
good as that one may be far easier to dream 
about than to get done. The job has to be done 
by a 13-member board of freeholders who are 
elected—not appointed as were the freeholder 
boards that drew the Sewer and Transit district 
charters. ; 

Anyone who can collect the signatures of 250 
registered voters on his nominating papers may 
then file for a place on the board. A total of 
64 candidates’ filed in 1949 and the ballot looked 
as if it were a foot fong. Candidates run without 
party designation, so they are listed in one long, 
confusing column, name below name _ below 
name. 

Under the circumstances it is a wonder that 
the board elected in 1949 was as good as it was. 
Mayor Tucker was a member of that body—he 
was elected chairman by the membership—and 
he may still bear scars from some of the infight- 
ing that was required to put over certain re- 
forms in that closely divic ed body. 


That experience suggests that the first and 
most essential step toward revising the Charter 
is to secure competent persons to do the 
work. If persons of integrity and intellect 
can be persuaded to run, and if they receive 
wide, nonpartisan support, the chances for a 
first-class Charter revision will be good indeed. 
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Peron Aids the Free Press 

David Michel Torino, publisher of El Intran- 
sigente at Salta, Argentina, until President Peron 
suppressed it, was selected by the Inter-Ameri- 
can Press Association at its tenth annual con- 
ference in Rio de Janeiro for an award honoring 
him for his efforts in behalf of a free press. Mr. 
Torino, who recently served three years in 
prison for “disrespect” to President Peron, sent 
word that he could not go to Rio de Janeiro for 


presentation of the award because the polic& 


would not allow him to leave Argentina. 

The Peron administration has won something 
like a Pyrrhic victory in keeping Mr. Toring in 
Argentina, for the news will now spread more 
widely than if he had been allowed to attend a 
quiet presentation ceremony in Rio. Mr. Torino, 
the IAPA and its ideal of a free press will receive 
valuable advertising at the hands of a totali- 
tarian government. 
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Ceremony and Drill of the Cake 


The Marine Corps now comes front and cen- 
ter with a ceremonial drill that takes the cake 
for complicated involutions and fancy footwook. 
The stiff precision of the Army’s formal guard 
mount is outdone: The spectacular ritual of the 
Navy’s piping an admiral of the fleet over the 
side is surpassed. 

The Commandant himself, Gen. Lemuel C. 
Shepherd Jr., has promulgated a four-page di- 
rective on how Marines shall load, escort, pre- 
sent, cut, serve and retire a cake on Nov. 10, 
the 179th birthday of the Corps. 

There must be a ballroom, a band or an or- 
chestra able to play Semper Fidelis and Auld 
Lang Syne, two colonels of escort and two sec- 
ond lieutenants of escort with two escorts of 
each rank in between, a cart, a sword and, of 
course, the cake, 

The officer in charge of the cake will “slowly 
roll the cake down the line of escorts to a posi- 
tion in front of the commanding general.” After 
talks by the general and guests of honor, and 
the playing of Auld Lang Syne, “the senior cake 
escort steps forward, takes the sword from the 


Cake cart, passes it over his left forearm, grip 


forward, to the general.” 

The general, no doubt very smart at sword 
drill and well versed in the strategy and tactics 
for subduing and carving up a great pile of 
baked flour and other ingredients armored with 
a sticky icing, sabers out the first slice and 
presents it to a guest of honor. 

Perhaps this opportunity for displaying snap 
and precision, spit and polish, pageantry and 
punctilio, will so impress the Pentagon that the 
Army and the Navy will be ordered to draw up 
regulations for a somewhat similar ceremony.

Let a Navy 
bosun bellow, “Cast off towing gear! Secure 
the cake!”

The interpretation 
of these has filled thousands of volumes 
with judicial decisfons that make up a 
system of constitutional law so vast that 
the most studious lawyer can know only 
a small part of it. 

As time has passed this system has 
become even more baffling both to the 
citizen and to the official eye by virtue 
of the growth of a more and more in- 
tricate web of intergovernmental rela- 
tions.

No one seriously proposes that we 
abandon the basic division of powers 
among levels and departments of gov- 
ernment. Experience abundantly justi- 
fies the belief of the founding fathers 
that all power of government should not 
be lodged in one place, particularly in a 
nation of continental dimensions and 
great regional differences. 

The very necessity which makes a 
starkly simple unitary government in- 
appropriate enjoins us not to pile on 
needless complexities. | 
As Woodrow Wilson once. put it, the 

rative need is for. simplification. 
This is the keynote of much of the Na- 
tional Municipal League’s program for 
achieving more effective and more man- 


 ageable state and local government.

Agreement is substantially 
complete on one of the most 
difficult problems, that is the 
form and nature of the controls 
to be exercised over armaments. 

To indicate how small the 
points of difference are, the 
principal argument at the min- 
ute is what sort of an organiza- 
tion or assembly should be pro- 
vided for the Brussels treaty 
— and where it should 
sit. 
The entry of Germany into 
NATO and of German forces 
into its defense organization will 
be the culmination of six years 
of effort which will have turned 
a dream of international co- 
operation into a tightly knit and 
powerful military force contribu- 
ted by 15 nations. (See pages 12 
and 13 in Post-Dispatch Special 
Map Section of Sept. 12,) 

Unique in History. 

This achievement is unique 
fin all history. There has never 
before been such an internation- 
al coalition in peacetime, and no 
wartime coalition has been as 
tightly knit and fully integrated 
as are the NATO armed forces. 

The North Atlantic treaty was 
signed April 4, 1949, by. United 
States, Canada, Iceland, Norway, 
Denmark, Great Britain, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Lux- 
embourg, Italy and Portugal. It 
had been preceded by the Brus- 
sels treaty, which was signed by 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg March 4, 1948. 

The Vandenberg resolution, 
whith was adopted by the Sen- 
ate June 11, 1948, advised the 
President that it was the sense 
of the Senate that the United 
States should, among other ob- 
jectives, develop and associate 
in collective defense agreements 
under Article 51 of the United 
Nation charter in the interest 
of self defense. NATO was an 
outgrowth of this resolution and 
of the western defense organi- 
vation, established by the Brus- 
sels treaty. 

The Berlin blockade, which 
lasted 323 days, had started a 
few days after the signing of the 
Brussels treaty and had a power- 
ful influence in producing 
the Vandenberg resolution and 
American adherence to an Eu- 
ropean military alliance — just 
as the Communist coup in Czech- 
oslovakia helped get the Brus- 
sels treaty under way. 

Montgomery’s Work. 

Field Marshal Viscount Ber- 
nard Montgomery was appointed 
permanent chairman of the land, 


naval and air commanders com- *" 


mittee of the Brussels treaty 
armed forces. He immediately 
set about organizing joint ac- 
tion of the five nation's forces, 
making joint defense plans and 
clearing the problems of inter- 
national co-operation. It was the 
preliminary work 6f Montgom- 
ery that formed the basis for 
Gen. Eisenhower's organization.

set up rapidly the new multi- 
national military organization, 
which absorbed the older al- 
liance’s staff and plans. 

The Korean war gave NATO 
the needed boost. The Western 
world realized for the first time 
that the Communists were will- 
ing to fight for their objectives.

signed Oct. 6, 1950, three months 


after the start of the Korean of 


war and two weeks after the 
announcement of the explosion 
of the first Soviet atomic bomb. 
The next NATO landmark was 
the appointment of Gen. Eisen- 
hower as supreme commander. 
He established his headquarters 
in Paris in January 1951. Under 
his enthusiasm and inspiration 
the 12-nation army and inte- 


president. He was replaced by 
Gen, Mathew B. Ridgway, now 
Army chief of staff, and then 
just fresh from his great suc- 
cess in command in Korea and 
Japan. 

Ridgway’s Great Feat. 

Ridgway had performed a 
military miracle for which he 
has yet to receive the credit he 
deserves. He turned about, 
south of Seoul, a despondent 
defeated American army and 
promptly chased the enemy 
back over the Thirty-eighth 
parallel 

Ridgway was never as popular 
in Europe as Gen, Eisenhower. 
He recognized, and told his 
friends when he went to Europe, 
that he could not replace Gen. 
Eisenhower. Instead, he con- 
ceived that his greatest service 
could be in turning the embryo 
military force of the NATO na- 
tions into a first class; hardily 
trained military instrument. 

Ridgway saw all the NATO 
divisions, something that Gen. 
Eisenhower had not been able 
to do. Europeans now say that 
he was good for the organization 
for a year, but that that was 
enough. 

From the European point of 
view no replacement as supreme 
commander could have been 
more welcome than Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther. He had been in 
SHAPE as chief of staff under 
both Gen, Eisenhower and Gen. 
Ridgway. He was intimately 
acquainted with the political 
problems of the various nations. 
He is now so highly thought of 
and considered so invaluable 
that European statesmen shud- 
der at the thought he may ever 
have to leave. 

There was a recent report in 
the French press that he might 
be returned to United States 
next year. The NATO secre- 
tariat immediately was swamped 
with calls of protest, The ranks 
of famous and successful gen- 
erals of the second world war 
are pretty well thinned out. 
There are no more Eisenhowers, 
MacArthurs, Bradleys, Clarks 
and others of their prestige to 
draw on. The problem of 
Gruenther’s successor will be 
a serious one whenever it 
comes up. 


Strength of NATO. 

In May, 1950,.just after the 
NATO armed forces were estab- 
lished, the forces available to 
Gen. Eisenhower consisted of 
14 divisions and fewer than a 
thousand aircraft. Opposed to 
them in middle Europe were 26 
Soviet divisions and 6000 air- 
craft, not counting the satellite 
forces. 

By December 1951, the NATO 
forces. had been increased to 35 
active and reserve divisions and 
almost 3000 aircraft. By this 
time they were unified, and the 
beginnings of a substantial logis- 
tic support system was under- 
way. 

Today there are more than 100 
active and reserve divisions and 
the air support has been greatly 
increased. Supporting forces 
have been increased in even 
greater proportion. Part of this 
ge increase in forces is due 
to the inclusion of Greek and 
Turkish units into NATO. 

The additional responsibilities 
entailed to a considerable 
degree the ase in dispos- 
able forces. 


Strength. 

While the NATO forces have 
been increasing and improving 
in effectiveness, the Soviet 
Union and the satellites have 
been doing the same thing. The 
Soviet army has rentained sta- 
tionary at 175 divisions, but 
their firepower and mobility 
have been greatly increased by 
mechanization and modernization 
of equipment. There are now 65 
Soviet tank and miechanized di- 
visions and the rifle divisions 


propelled artillery. The numbers 
airborne troops have been 
considerably augmented since 
World War II. 

The number of satellite divi- 
sions has been increased to about 
80. The armament and depend- 
ability of these units has im- 
proved considerably. Altogether 
there are about 6,000,000 men 
under arms in the Soviet Union 


as Defense Chief.

N the business administra- 
Tien which President Eisen- 
hower brought to Washington, 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson is the outstanding ex- 


ample of the skilled business 
organizer and production expert. 
But, as he has demonstrated by 
the political tornado he touched 
off with his dog story, he also 
is the outstanding example of 
the business man out of his 
element in the field of politics. 


The Wilson episode dramatizes 
one of the handicaps of the pres- 
ent administration. The business 
men who came to Washington 
have all too often failed to re- 
alize that government and poli- 
tics call for an entirely different 
approach from industrial and 
corporate management, in which 
they have made their careers. 
To say that politics is an art and 
business a science is a rash over- 
simplification, but this does con- 
vey some of the differences that 
set the two fields apart. 


Wilson’s Accomplishments. 


Many familiar with the vast 
operation of the Department of 
Defense, from the day when the 
late James Forrestal took over 
_as the first Secretary of Defense, 
believe that Wilson has done an 
effective job. He has carried 
through the paring and cutting 
needed to bring greater effici- 
ency and economy to an organ- 
ization spending two-thirds of 
the huge federal budget. 


Part of the cutting was made 
possible by the ending of the 
Korean War and by the “new 
look” putting the stress on “mas- 
sive retaliation” with atomic 
weapons. There are those, both 
Republicans and Democrats, men 
in uniform and on the civilian 
side, who feel that the cutbacks 
have been pushed so far as to 
endanger, America’s security. 
But with these reservations to 
one side, in the view of those 
who should know, Wilson has 
proved himself an able boss of 
what is far and away the big- 
gest of all government Gepart- 
ments. 


He has sought to keep a civi- 
lian rein on the admirals and 
generals and in particularly on 
those officers with four and five 
stars who have favored a far 
more militant policy in Asia. 
If there is a “war party” and a 
“peace party” within the Admin- 
istration, on the issue of Red 
China and what America should 
do about the Peking regime, 
then Wilson is one of the stout- 
est members of the “peace 
party.” 

When Gen. James Van. Fleet 
on his survey tour of the far 
Pacific some — ago pro- 
posed to visit the Nationalist- 
held Island of Quemoy and there 
come under Communist 
from the mainland, Wilson per- 
sonally intervened to veto the 
hazard. He could forsee Van 
Fleet, who publicly favors a 
much stronger line in Asia, be- 
coming a martyr to the cause of 
open conflict with China. 

Secretary Ne Figurehead. 

Civilian secretaries have 
often—certainly this was true 
before unification—been content 
to be figureheads, leaving not 
only operations but, in effect, 
policy as well to the profes- 
sional soldiers and sailors. But 
Wilson has too much character 
and conviction for that. In this 
respect his views are like those 
of his old friend and chief ally 
in the Administration, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury George 
SMumphrey. They have worked 
together persistently for a re- 
— of the military establish- 
men 


When it comes to politics, 
however, Wilson is a babe in 
the woods. In the first place, 
again like so many businessmen, 
he had always shown a .cértain 
condescension and even con- 
tempt for politics and politicians. 
There was a mess in Washing- 
ton and so you had to get out 
and help elect Ike. Then it was 
the business man’s duty to go 
down and help clean it up at 
Ike’s.side.. Naturally when that

Kyes’s Departure Recalled. 

At the same time that Wilson 
gave up the presidency of Gen- 
eral Motors to come to Wash- 
ington, his right-hand man in 
the company, Roger Kyes, left 
his G.M. vice presidency to be 
Deputy Secretary of Deferise. 
But Kyes had been in Washing- 
ton only a year, hardly long 
enough to chart his way through 
that political jungle, before he 
quit to go back to G.M. In De- 
troit it is said that he resigned 
from Government because it 
was made plain to him that if 
he wanted to get into the com- 
petition, with the likelihood of 
eventually becoming president 
of the largest corporation in the 
world, then he had better get 
back on the job. 


The business executive from 
the top echelon suddenly 
dropped into the field of gov- 
ernment and politics seldom 
realizes how much he has to 
learn. As a corporation execu- 
tive he has been surrounded by 
expert public relations advisers, 
-well paid to screen his every 
public word. This has left him 
free to do the job of production 
and organization in which his 
genius lies. 

When he steps out from be- 
hind this screen and is more or 
less on his own before the pub- 
lic he is likely to speak his mind 
with a frankness that is start- 
ling. He simply does not under- 
stand the political implications 
of what he is saying and of how 


fire | he says it. 


In his Detroit press confer- 
ence Wilson was saying that he 
believes in initiative, and the 
need for young people, particu- 
larly, to go beyond their own 
communities if they have to in 
order to find jobs. 

But his figure of speech was 
tragically inept. And what is 
more, as Walter Reuther, head 
of the CIO and the United Auto 
Workers, was quick to point out, 
he coupled this with a statement 
about excess workers going 
south when it got a little colder. 
He thereby raised the touchy 
problem of the practice of the 
big motor companies in adver- 
tising throughout the south for 
workers for the peak season. 
Then when this season has 
passed, the surplus must look for 
other work, which in recent 
months has been unavailable, or 
they must give up their foothold 
in industry, with the losses this 
is likely to entail, and drift back 
to the south. 

Eric Johnston Good at It. 

There are, of course, business 
men who adjust readily to Gov- 
ernment. A conspicuous exam- 
ple is Eric Johnston, formerly 
head of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce and now presi- 
dent of the American Motion 
Picture Producers’ Association. 
Johnston has moved from busi- 
ness to Government and back 
again with complete ease and 
facility. 

. Another example was Wilson’s 
predecessor in the office of Sec- 
retary of Defense, Robert Lov- 
ett. He set a precedent that Wil- 
son might have done well to fol- 


ow. 
A Republican, partner in a 


large private bank and invest- 
ment firm in New York, Lovett 
was drafted for the defense job 
by President Truman because 
of his distinguished record in 
war and postwar assignments. 
During his service in the De- 
fense Department Lovett stayed 
completely out of partisan pol- 
itics. And this was not merely 
because he was a Republican 
serving in a Democratic Admin- 
istration. 


He was convinced that the 
administration of the. Defense 
Department and the issues of 
defense policy should be kept if 
possible on a bi-partisan basis. 
The security of every American 
of whatever party or creed is at 
stake just as it is in the fixing 
of foreign policy. He took no 
part in the heated campaign of 
two years ago. 

Up to the end of his service 
he was working hard on a de- 
fense budget: which would be 
ready for whatever Administra- 
tion was to take over in Janu- 
ary of 1953. When he was testi- 
fying later about the need to cut 
this budget, Secretary Wilson 
gave another instance of his ca- 
pacity for inept expression. It 
would have been a better budg- 
et, he told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, if Lovett, 
who suffers from a _ chronic 
ulcer, had not been in ill health 
and therefore unable to devote 
full time to it. 

‘Civil Foot in His Mouth.’ 

Senator Stuart Symington, 
Democrat of Missouri, called 
Lovett in New York to report 
Wilson’s statement. In response, 
the former secretary of defense 
made an often repeated remark 
that Symington appropriated in 
his comment on the hunting dogs 
and the kennel dogs: “That man 


had better keep a civil foot in 
his mouth.” 

When he was asked during his 
Detroit press conference about 
the Administration policy of 
spreading defense contracts in 
areas where there is a labor 
surplus, Wilson remarked that 
defense was too important to be 
considered as make-work. No 
one would disagree with that 
statement. 


But the power of allocating 
billions in defense contracts as 
between one region or another 
and one firm or another is a 
heavy responsibility. . Certainly 
there should not be the slightest 
suggestion of politics in connec- 
tion with this task. And the 
suspicion of politics is bound to 
rise when the Secretary of De- 
fense speaks at a political din- 
ner and, in the course of his 
speech, accuses the Democrats 
of bungling the country into 
three wars. That is the kind 
of dangerous oversimplification 
which could scarcely be excused 
in even the most demagogic 
politician, and it sounds very 
strange coming from an official 
charged with the security of the 
whole nation. 


In this matter of bipartisan- 
ship Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles is staying strictly 
away from the hustings. Or at 
any rate he has thus far resisted 
all enticements to get out and 
campaign, replying to each in- 
vitation that to do so would 
jeopardize the already shaky 
base = bipartisanship or, as the 
late Senator Arthur Vandenberg 
preferred to express it, non- 
partisanship. Undoubtedly the 
pressure on Dulles will grow 
greater if party leaders in the 
closing days of the campaign 
come to feel that their chances 
of victory are diminishing. 

Some Benefit May Result. 


Few would deny that if Wil- 
son had followed the lead of 
the Secretary of State the cause 
of the Republicans would be 
better off today. It is just pos- 
sible that this may be one gain 
which will come out of the poli- 
tical blow for which the Secre- 
tary of Defense is responsible. 
Non-partisanship may be ac- 
cepted as the formula for De- 
fense as well as State. 

Government, as perhaps even 
“Engine Charley” is learning, 
is a continuing responsibility 
rather than something which 
can be tidied up and then left 
to run itself. Similarly, politics 
is a serious, unending responsi- 
bility which, when it is ne- 
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To ignore these responsibilities, 
or to hand them on casually and 
indifferently to hirelings, is to 
get the kind of government and 
the kind of politics that are in 
the end most costly and most 
destructive of integrity and de- 


cency.

Return of P.O.W.s. 

By an odd coincidence, the 
parliamentary group left for 
China in the same week that an- 
other, far bigger, delegation ar- 
rived in Japan from Communist 
Tientsin. This was a shipload of 
557 Japanese war criminals, 
prisoners of war and civilian 
technicians, repatriated by 
shrewd timing and staging on 
the part of the government of 
Mao Tse-tung. 

Some of these men were sur- 
vivors of the Japanese army 
that swaggered and looted its 
way through North China 15 
years ago. Their return at this 
time was just another move in 
the campaign to impress Japan. 

I saw their ship arrive at 
Maizuru, a formal naval base 
on the west coast facing China. 
From all parts of Japan, moth- 
ers, fathers, wives and children 
had converged on the town to 
welcome their men home after 
so many years. 

If the waiting families feared 
their men would be human 
wrecks, they had a surprise in 
store for them. Almost every re- 
turning soldier looked well-fed, 
strong and cocky as he hurried 
off the ship and through the 
welcoming crowd. Only three or 
four of the older men wept at 
seeing Japan again.

@ hood and early youth, 
now published in book form 
hs “The Worcester Account,” 
reveal a background of asso- 
ciations that would hardly be 
inferred from the contents of 
his many successful plays. As 
a playwright he is known for 
his wit, urbanity and sophisti- 
cation, qualities that set him 
‘well apart from the generality 
-of American dramatic writers. 
Many will be surprised, there- 
fore, to learn that he comes 
from an Orthodox Jewish fam- 
ily, middling poor and pious 
to the verge of fanaticism. 
His father, transplanted from 
Russia, was a venerated Tal- 
mudic scholar in the commu- 
nity that centered in Provi- 
dence street of Worcester, 
Mass., and his mother never 
learned to speak English. 

The fact that none of his 
previous professional writing 
has shown the slightest influ- 
ence of his early years could 
hardly have been caused by a 
conscious desire to forget 
them.

Mr. Behrman also includes 
a few other sketches which do 
not fit too well into the con- 
text of Providence street. The 
author’s charm and verbal dis- 
crimination rarely deserts 
him, however, even in trifling 
items. And all told “The 
Worcester Account” is a 
warm, endearing chronicle of 
life in the early part of the 
century as it appeared to a 
sensitive boy who became a 
more sensitive and more dis- 
cerning adult, If Mr. Behr- 
man’s main purpose in writ- 
ing these stories was to re- 
orient himself with Provi- 
dence street, one must hope, 
in gratitude, that he has ful- 
filled it to his satisfaction.

[)xawes who once startled 

her fellow fashion experts 
by maintaining that, “Fashion 
is Spinach,” believes that it 
still is, and that some of the 
effects obtained in the name 
of self adornment are about 
as unappetizing. She suggests 
that you undress yourself—in 
private, if you prefer—take a 
good look, and then deter- 
mine your motives in dress- 
ing. For, she points out, “un- 
less you have some fairly 
clear idea of why you dress 
as you do, you can scarcely 
hope to achieve whatever 
you're after.” 

This experience can be chal- 
lenging or disturbing, de- 
pending on how many escap- 
isms you're employing. Speak- 
ing at least for women, you'll 
be amazed at how many of 
the pointed queries and 
barbed implications return to 
haunt and taunt you as you 
go about the process of dress- 
ing and undressing. 

Unfortunately, review space 
does not permit thorough ex- 
ploration of this witty and 
provocative book, particularly 
in regard to its sidelights — 
how to analyze your friends 
by asking who they think they 
were in a previous incarna- 
tion, or how to study famous 
paintings to determine your 
emotional reaction to color.

POWER AND POLICY, by Thomas 
K. Finletter, (Harcourt Brace and

HIS book is sub-titled 
T “United States Foreign 

Policy and Military Power 
in the Hydrogen Age,” and it 
may be described properly as 
a former Secretary of the Air 
Force’s idea of how our coun- 
try may be kept safe in the 
near future and over a long 
period. Curiously the short 
run solution to the problem 
of national security is just the 
opposite of the long run solu- 
tion. 


Thomas Finletter has no 
doubts that the Russian Com- 
munists want to rule the 
world and will attack the 
United States for that pur- 
pose whenever they believe 
their chances for success in a 
general war are good. To pre- 
vent their starting World War 
III with a sneak, Pearl Harbor 
type attack, the West, mean- 
ing mostly the United States, 
must be prepared to return 
an atomic onslaught with de- 
vastating force. Such capa- 
bility demands a strength in 
being far above present levels, 
so Finletter pleads for us to 
recognize the fact that our 
safety is expensive and re- 
quires heavier appropriations 
in support of the NATO coali- 
tion. He would schedule arma- 
ment priorities as follows: 


“Priority 1: The NATO 
Atomic-Air. The mission of 
the force is to carry out the 
atomic counter-attack in the 
whole area from the deep-in 
targets which comprise the 
sources of Soviet power to and 
including the battlefield itself. 


“Priority 2. The Air De- 
fense of the North American 
continent and the NATO area 
generally against attack by 
Russian bombers... . 

“Priority 3: The ground, sea 
and non-atomic Air which the 
United States should con- 
tribute to NATO.”

UCH a power build-up 
GQ vous demand a different 

distribution of armaments 
than we havs-now. The former 
Secretary insists that “‘the di- 
vision of money that is avail- 
able to the military establish- 
ment is determined by com- 
promise among the three 
Services (Army, Navy and Air 
Force) . . . instead of by ob- 
jective decisions by impartial 
officials as to what is neces- 
sary for the protection of the 
country ...” How easily 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff might 
be persuaded to Finletter’s 
point of view is not discussed, 
but he leaves the impression 
that the services themselves 
will not cease their squabbling.

NCHOR HOUSE where 
Asem Barnard lived (1790- 

1863) received its name 
from a representation of an 
anchor made of cut flints em- 
bedded in its brick work.

- story of his life—‘Deeply con- 


scious in the performance of 
every Christian and_ social 
duty, he was a devoted hus- 
band and father.” His story, 
as told by Sylvia Townsend 
Warner, is the tragic.one of 
a good man whose intentions 
were noble but whose actions 
sowed ruin in his family. 

The story starts in a slow 
paced manner with the char- 
acters introduced in a sly, 
ironical way, reminiscent of 
Jane Austen. There is Simon 
Kettle, who talks in a voice 
*“‘mellifluous but loud” and -is 
fond of discussing both of his 

, dear deceased wives as he pre- 
pares for his third marriage. 
Thomas Kettle, Simon’s son, 
unfortunately for his future, 
wins John Barnard’s sympathy 
and approbation at their first 
meeting—*‘‘both of them were 
tall and by nature took noble 


attitudes.” Poor Julia marries 
John Barnard and takes to her 
sofa and rum and Madeira 
after the birth of eleven chil- 
dren and a few miscarriages. 
Growing massive as she lies 
on her sofa, she mournfully 
philosophizes, “Children die; 
teeth decay. Only weight ac- 
cumulates and faithfully re- 
mains.” 


John is so obsessed by his 
love for his daughter Mary 
that he never really sees any 
other member of his family. 
Unfortunately Mary is as “cold 
as a fish and as stupid as a 
barber’s block” with just 
ehough wits to keep her fa- 
ther doting. 

As the story progresses, the 
witty, satirical style of writ- 
ing is replaced by one that is 
simple, intense, and powerful. 
The climax is reached when 
Julia, maddened by her hus- 
band’s complete lack of under- 
standing screams, “I drink. I 
am a drunkard. I have been a 
drunkard for the last twenty 
years.” And John Barnard, 
appalling, in the sublime ego- 
ism of his refusal to believe 
her and in his colossal self- 
ishness and blindness to ev- 
erything he does not wish to 
see, stands forth a truly tragic 
figure. 

Sylvia Townsend Warner 
will not disappoint her many 
enthusiastic followers with 
this, her latest book.

is going to fold up and 
perhaps then the major 
leagues will begin to worry 
about their own future. 


The American Association, 
the International League and 
the Pacific Coast League—the 
Big Three of the Minors—al- 
ready have been hit hard. The 
International League has lost 
Baltimore, once one of the 
better minor league fran- 
chises.

HENRY LIESMANN ¢ 6 ADDS 


FOOTNOTE TO HISTORY.

@ ANYWAY, Henry Liesmann, who is 71 years old, called 
us not long ago and wondered if we would be interested in 
a story about the invention of chili mac. That, we told him, 
depends. Well, he said, he had the story, because he was 
the man who did it. And he was pretty sure there wouldn't 
be any other claimants to the honor. We agreed that the 
distinction is probably pretty safe with him. 


We went out to see him at his home at 3312A Halliday 
avenue. He is a tall man with a long thin face, and he prob- 
ae ably knows as much about chili as anyone in these parts, 
having divided his adult years between the chili business 
and the insurance business.

But to get down to this thing about chili mac; 
he said, after we had chatted awhile, he had given

: @ HARRY POINEER and Fred Dunn were a couple of en- 
3 trepreneurs who were cashing in. on this new thing, chili, 
which was more or less sweeping this part of the country. 
A fellow named King had brought it here from Dallas, 
where it was going strong, and Poineer and Dunn had 
bought him out for $100. 


In those days, Liesmann explained, they cut the meat 
into little chunks by hand, and they used real Mexican chili 
peppers for seasoning. Nowadays, Liesmann points out with 

A scorn, they use chili powder, and most chili places cook the 
ee chili and the beans together, instead of separatély, as it 
should be done. They made it hotter and greasier in those 
days, too, 
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Anyway, one day in 1904 an Italian society planned a 
dinner at McTaigue’s Cafe, which was in the neighborhood 
of Eleventh and Locust. They wanted Italian spaghetti, but 
believe it or not, spaghetti, like chili, was still something of 
a novelty in St. Louis, The regular chef at McTaigue’s didn’t 
know how to fix it, so they brought an Italian chef all the 
way from Chicago.

Growing Number of St. Louis-Aree Residents Carry 
Unique Radio Gadget That Enables Them to Be Paged 
Anywhere Within 25 Miles of Downtown St. Louis

A work hears a few numbers 

and knows what’s happening 
at his factory before he gets 
there. A supply salesman enters 
a customer's office seconds after 
the customer gets through call- 
ing for him on the telephone. 
A repairman working in an 
elevator shaft grabs his tools 
and rushes to a hospital where 
an elevator got stuck two min- 
utes before. A doctor is inter- 
cepted in his car and quickly 
turns’ toward the home of a 


patient who is in the grip of 
a heart attack. 


No mental! telepathy is in- 
volved in such occurrences. The 
St. Louisans who figure in thém 
almost daily have simply been 
wired for sound, The .gadget 
which propels them into instan- 
taneous action is not quite as 
omnipotent as the _ scientific 
achievements of the comic 
ils it does not lag far 
behind its fictional cousins. 


Five-and-a-half inches Jong, 
two inches wide and one inch 
deep, it is made of gray plastic 
and weighs less than half a 
pound, including the four-inch 
antenna of soft plastic string 
protruding from the top. It is 
attached to nothing. When 
you're not using it, you carry 
it in a little leather case on 
your belt or in an inside coat 
or shirt pocket. But when you 
press a button on the instru- 
ment and hold its little white 
loudspeaker knob to your ear, 
you're in immediate reach of a 
unique radio paging service 
which can reach you wherever 
you are within 25 miles of mid- 
town St. Louis: on the street, 
on the golf course, in a plane, 
in the movies, anywhere. 


All this is the- doing of an 
outfit called Page-Ette, which 
runs a Government-licensed ra- 
dio station known as *KAA 893 
from two small rooms at 818 
Olive street... Phe rooms also 
house a telephone answering en- 
terprise, a two-way radio service 
for cars and the headquarters of 
a manufacturing agent and a 


catering business.

T conventional entertainment, 
as the owner of a record 
plaver discovered to his annoy- 
ance when, in the first faltering 
days of the station’s operation, 
its offering§ came through beau- 
tifully on his phonograph. In- 
stead of bop music and soap 
operas, KAA 893 on a typical 
recent morning broadcast: 
. 489 call your office... , 
726 meet 724 station 112 noon. 
159 call Mr. Thompson. ... 
This is St. Louis Radio Paging 
System... .” 

Each of Page-Fite’s 148 local 
customers is known by a code 
number. Whenever somebdoy 
wants to reach a subscriber he 
calls Page-Ette on the telephone 
and asks to have the subscriber 
paged. At any time between 7 
a.m. and midnight, an operator, 
usually the bel-voiced Mrs. 
Betty Jane Gassner, then broad- 
casts a message over KAA 893. 
For $10 a month, you are en- 
titled to receive only the signal 
to call a prearranged number, 
like that of your office. For $20 
a month, you can get messages, 
too. 

Mrs. Gassner keeps each cail 
on the ajy for an hour, repeating 
it at least once per minute until 
it is answered. Subscribers are 
urged to hold their little receiv- 
ers to their ears at least every 
half hour or so. 

The messages could hardly 
sound more prosaic, yet their 
effects can be electric. Every 
once in a while, for example, 
Mrs. Gassner’s telephone rings 
and a voice says: 

“This is Transit. Put 900 on 
the air.”

BE Below Current River 


New Wildlife Refuge 


By, Leonard Hall 


W: spent an interesting day, over last weekend, explor- 


which has recently been established by the Missouri 
Conservation Commission. This refuge embraces some 
25,000 acres or 40, sections 
of wild land in Shannon 
and Carter counties to the 
south of Current river, of 
which about 12,000 acres 
are under fence. It is a 
rough and rugged coun- 
try, about as close to wil- 
derness as any we have 
left in the state, which 
takes in most of the wa- 
tersheds of Rocky, Thorny, 
Rogers and Mill creeks— 
as well as Stegall, Thorny 
and Little Thorny moun- 
tains, all with elevations of 
around 1300 feet. There 
are a number of deer in 
the area, as well as some 
wild turkey. 

According to the legends 
I've heard, this big tract 
was put*together by two Peck brothers who came from the 
west and hoped to establish a sheep ranch. Much of the 
steep hill land had already been logged off and could be 
bought for taxes, while the farms in the isolated creek val- 
leys were so small and difficult of access that they could 
provide only the barest subsistence livelihood to their own- 
ers. But the steep hills and deep hollows proved too rugged 
for sheep ranching. Wolves and bob cats preyed on the 
lambs, while the cut-over mountains failed to furnish good 
pasture. So the venture finally came to nothing.

Through | the years some second-growth timber 
in the area reached marketable size and was sold, 
although even more of it was “grand-mawed,” as 
was long the Ozark custom. The newer term for 
this activity of cutting logs at night on the other 
fellow’s land is “timber trespass”—but in the old 
days you simply hauled the logs to the sawmill and 
reported that you had “cut them out on grandmaw’s 
place.” The Peck Ranch land also served as open 
range for hogs, cattle and a surprising number of 
horses owned by small farmers up and down the 
ereeks. The horses are difficult to figure out, since 

they seem never to be worked or sold—and seldom 

seen—by their owners. Perhaps they are a carry- 

over from the old days when Indian braves figured 

their wealth in horses, rather than wampym; al- 

theugh in this case it is certain that if the owner 

couldn't feed his horses on some other fellow’s 
land, he'd get rid of them in a hurry.

@ OPEN-RANGE GRAZING led to woods burning on the 
ancient and oft-exploded theory that this killed the ticks 
and made the grass grow. But as the layer of humus on the 
forest floor was destroyed, the grasses and legumes grad- 
ually died out and the brush came in and Buckeye and Pike 
townships grew poorer and poorer. The burning even af- 
fected the creek bottom farms because more and more 
gravel washed down to cover the fields. Yet the custom per- 
sists and there are some places in this particular area where 
it is said that if the’ woodland floor is too bare to start a 
fire, they'll haul in leaves and litter from outside until they 
can get the flames going. They say you don’t even set the 
fire yourself these days, but hire a couple of irresponsible 
er hard-up youngsters to string out the blaze for you, and 
let them go to reform school if they get caught.

Grazing pressure on the Peck Ranch has been 
so heavy that it will be necessary to keep all access 
gates locked on the 12,000-acre fenced area; a fact 
which has caused some feeling in the neighborhood. 
Both last year and year before fires of undoubted 
incendiary origin were strung out along the ridges, 
one of which burned more than 2000 acres. But 
with several wardens and the refuge manager living 
on the area, plus the careful watch kept from 
Stegall Mountain lookout tower by Fire Warden 
Holt, the fires may now come to an end. Then in a 
surprisingly short time the water-table will start to 
build up again, gun-off will be slowed down on all 
dit the ereeks, timber growth will speed up, and 
grasses and legumes will again appear in the for- 
est under-story. All of this will, as time goes on, 
benefit the farmers living down along the creeks 
- toward Current river. * 
* 
@ WE MADE OUR ROUND of the refuge on the broad 
fire truck trail which follows the fence, on the last day be- 
- fore the gates were to be locked. And we saw many farm- 
ers out:on horseback or by truck, locating their stock so 
they could come back next day to round them up and drive 
them out. We also saw one beautiful doe which jumped the 
refuge fence to cross the road just ahead of us and disap- 
pear into the undergrowth. This was the first sight of a 
deer for Tiger, the setter pup, and his eyes nearly popped 
out of his head as he leaned from the car window and drank 
_ in this entirely new, wild scent. 
Late in the afternoon we drove on down Mill Creek 
to pitch camp on a high bank where the little stream went 
singing along beneath us. No one uses this old road except 


o 


an occasional hunter or farmer out checking on his stock. 
So we pulled the car out of the gravel tracks where he 
could use the lights and Ginnie built the cooking fire and 
put a side of spareribs on to broil while I pitched the tent, 
blew up the air mattresses and spread out the bed-roll. Old 
Mike and Tiger ranged the woods and nearby thickets and 
soon we heard the whirr of wings as a covey of quail took 
off up the mountain. Squirrels barked from the nearby 
hickory trees and a pileated woodpecker came booming up 
the valley and a pair of cardinals played in the bushes be- 
side the road. But in this heavily timbered country there 
are actually few songbirds. 

Soon supper was ready arid before we leaned back to 
eat, I piled on enough logs for a cheerful fire. The moon 
came up bright as day to make dishwashing easy without 
bothering about car lights or lantern—and soon after that 
we turned in. Once during the night, a bob cat squalled on 
the mountain and set the dogs barking, and once or twice 
they answered some farmer's hounds down the creek. And 
then, before we knew it, the sun was coming up and it was 
morning.

Upper Waters of Fraser River in 
British Columbia Again Alive With 
Fish as Result of a Restoration 


Program by United States, Canada

bia’s Fraser river are filled with 1,300,000 sockeye salmon, 


7 HIS MONTH the cascading upper waters of British Colum- 


fighting their way 400 miles upriver from salt water to reach 


the gravel bars where they were born four years ago. 


On these 


shallow bars, in the golden autumnal loveliness of interior British 
Columbia, the sockeye—exhausted and battered from the up- 
stream struggle—will spawn the next generation and die, their 


task accomplished. 


This migration represents, as 
it does for all salmon, a mystic 
journey into death and the start 
of a new life cycle. 


It also represents man’s occa- 
sional triumph over both himself 
and nature. Because this large 
school of salmon, which was pur- 
posely allowed to swirl past the 
fishermeh’s nets off the Fraser's 
mouth, is part of the greatest 
run of Fraser sockeye in 41 
years. During late August and 
September, United States and 
Canadian fishermen caught ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 of the 
rich, red meated sockeye, an un- 
derwater harvest worth $20,- 
000,000 to them. Not since the 
early 1900s, before the march of 
the empire builders into British 
Columbia had almost obliterated 
the greatest salmon fishery in 
creation, has there been such a 
haul from the Fraser. 


Downstream on the _ willow- 
trimmed banks of the lower Fra- 
ser and along Washington state's 
Puget Sound, the canneries were 
glutted with the catch, which 
will provide 90 per cent of the 
United States-Canadian domestic 
salmon pack. Storage bins over- 
flowed and through the crisp 
early autumn nights, machines 
clamored and conveyor belts rat- 
tled incessantly as cannery 
workers packed the big haul. 


Only the oldest veterans 
among the salmon fishermen 
could’ remember anything like 
the mighty horde of silver-blue 
sockeye that came churning out 
of the Pacific late this summer. 
At the peak of the run in Sep- 
tember, some 3600 fishing boats 
worked around the clock to har- 
vest the “silver river” of salmon 
that ran, 120 miles long, from 
the outer Straits of Juan de 
Fuca to the brownstained mouth 
of the Fraser.

ANY stories reminiscent of 
M Alaska gold rush tales made 

the rounds. There were gro- 
cery clerks who signed on seine 
boats and made from $2000 to 
$3000 a week. One ex-Wall Street 
broker, who owns a small gillnet 
boat, made more money in one 
month than he had in his last 
year of juggling stock exchange 
ticker tapes. A Canadian purse 
seiner, the Theresa I, pulled in 
$34,000 worth of fish in one cast 
of their 1800-foot net. Each crew 
member netted $3345 for the 
hour’s work, as all seiners work 
on a share basis based on the 
size of the catch. 


Some of the younger fisher- 
men were so excited by the sock- 
eve jackpot that they threw 
themselves jubilantly on the 
piles of salmon on deck and 
buried their perspiring faces in 
the fish. The older veterans, 
principally men: of Norwegian 
and Slovenian birth, accepted 
their good fortune phlegmat- 
ically. But there was no denying 
the underlying excitement and; 
between sets of their nets, they 
offered brandy toasts to the 
sockeye in their native tongues. 

Their feelings were expressed 
by: Paul Martinis Sr., a sun- 
leather, Dalmatian-born seiner 
skipper from Everett, Wash. “I 
see it,” said the old fisherman, 
“but I still can’t believe it.” 


New records were made. On 
one day alone the United States 
and Canadian fishing fleets 
caught more than 1,000,000 sock- 
eye worth $2,000,000. In six Sep- 
tember days almost $5,000,000 
worth of fish were hauled in. 

Yet perhaps even more impor- 
tant, the 1954 sockeye catch 
offers dramatic proof that man 
can rebuild a living resource 
that he has destroyed. A few 
years ago the Fraser, once the 
world’s greatest salmon river, 
had been practically abandoned. 

How were the sockeye re- 
stored? This is the achievement 
of the International Pacific 
Salmon Fisheries Commission, 
established by joint treaty be- 
tween the United States and 
Canada in 1937. In eight years 
(the commission did not begin 


« 


actual operation until 1946) this 
body has brought about a 55 per 
cent restoration of the Fraser's 
salmon _ resources, which were 
practically obliterated in 1913 
by railroad slides and logging 
and mining dams which’ blocked 
the salmon from their spawning 
grounds. Their work has been 
acclaimed “‘the greatest fisheries 
achievement in history.” 

The commission has proved 
that careful, imaginative fish- 
eries management, based on 
scientific evidence and intelli- 
gent regulations, can succeed. 
Its work has turned a multi- 
million dollar loss to the fisher- 
men of both countries into a 
wealth-producing triumph for 
international co-operation and 
science. 

There is more to come. Loyd 
A. Royal, a slim, intense Seattle 
biologist who hedds the commis- 
sion’s 30-man team of American- 
Canadian _ scientists, estimates 
that within eight to 12 years the 
Fraser will be back at the 1913 
level. That record year yielded 
a catch of 30,000,000 sockeye, 
which would be worth $60,000,- 
000 at today’s prices. 

“In a few years the sockeye 
runs should yield $25,000,000 a 
year in fish,” says Elton B. 
Jones of Seattle, one of the 
three non-salaried United States 
members of the commission. 

This cheering development 
upon ‘the fishhook-shaped “Big 
Muddy” of Western Canada has 
special significance to the salmon 
industry, which has been hard- 
hit by declining runs elsewhere. 
The Columbia and other North- 
west rivers no longer produce 
salmon in major numbers. And 
even in Alaska, an area in which 
the salmon once was thought to 
be indestructible, the catches 
have been declining severely; 
the 1953 and 1954 sockeye har- 
vests there were the poorest in 
history. 

The sockeye revival has been 
achieved at one of the biggest 
bargain prices since the United 
States bought Alaska from Rus- 
sia for $7,200,000. Total cost of 
the commission’s work to date 
is about $3,000,000, a sum divided 
equally between both countries. 

“This project shows,” says 
Canadian Senator Tom Reid of 
Surrey, B. C., only remaining 
active member of the original 
1937 salmon commission, “what 
can be done when nations agree 
to jointly manage their re- 
sources.”

HE sockeye’s life cycle on 
T tne 850-mile long Fraser 

dates back to the _ ice 
age when glaciers covered 
the river’s 90,000-mile water- 
shed. Born in icy glacier 
lakes that sprawl throughout the 
British Columbia hinterland, the 
sockeye heads down the surging 
Fraser 14 to 18 months after 
birth and disappears into the 
Pacific. Where the salmon goes, 
no .one has ever determined. 

But the sockeye knows where 
it is going. Two autumns later 
the salmon comes out of the Pa- 
cific in large schools and passes 
through Washington state waters 
en route to the Fraser. Moving 
close to the surface and often 
leaping into the air in the ec- 
stacy of homecoming, the sock- 
eye enters the Fraser on the 
flood tide. With an intuition 
that man never has compre- 
hended, the salmon wil] not stop 
in its 400 to 800-mile upstream 
journey until it reaches the 
gravel bar where it was born. 
If the sockeye is blocked from 
reaching its birthplace, it will 
die unspawned, still fighting up- 
stream with its last beat of life. 


The first white men to reach 
the river in the early 1800s were 
greeted ‘by an amazing sight. 
Salmon were so thick in the 
water during the autumnal mi- 
grations that sailing ships feared 
to venture into the river's mouth. 
“One could walk across this wide 
stream on their backs,” noted 
one sea captain from London.

plorer Simon Fraser, man had 
found the world’s greatest sal- 
mon stream. In less than a 
century.he almost destroyed it. 

The sockeye (an anglicization 
of the Salish Indian word suk- 
kegh) is by far the most prolific 
of the five species of the Pacific 
salmon. Since it is equipped 
with bountiful oils to nourish 
its upriver journey, it is the 
ideal fish for canning. The first 
traders found the river Indians 
existing largely on a sockeye 
economy and quickly discovered 
the fish's potential commercial 
value. 

By 1835 the Hudson's Bay Co. 
was shipping 5000 barrels of 
salted sockeye a year to Hawaii. 
In 1870 the first cannery went 
up near the Fraser’s mouth. By 
1900 canneries were everywhere 
in the area, and the Fraser had 
become the world’s greatest 
salmon fishery. 

Yet it took only One man- 
sized blow to almost decimate 
the Fraser sockeye. In 1913 the 
builders of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway, pushing towards 
the Pacific, blasted down a cliff 
at Hell's Gate Gorge, a narrow, 
treacherous Fraser canyon 120 
miles upstream from Vancouver. 
Great masses of rock clogged 
the river bed, and this was to 
spell disaster to the sockeye. 

Hell’s Gate Gorge is below 
the. salmon'’s major spawning 
grounds, and that autumn many 
millions of sockeyes perished 
trying to fight through the rock- 
cluttered canyon to reach their 
birthplaces. This 90-foot-wide 
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granite gorge, through which 
the Fraser's entire upper waters 
force their way to the sea, 
always had been tough going 
for the sockeye. With the rocks 
creating new channels and giv- 
ing added fury to the currents, 
it was vertualy iepeseanie. 


S the sechave ‘has’ a four- 
year life cycle, it wasn't 


until 1917 that the full 
extent of the damage was 
realized. The catch was less 


than one-fourth that of the 
1913 run and 1921 it had 
fallen to six per cent. The cum- 
ulative loss, at today’s salmon 
prices, amounts to more than 
one billion dollars. 

The destruction of the Fraser 
fishery led to demands for some 
form of international authority 
to determine the reasons for it. 
But the Washington state sal- 
mon industry, which had been 
capturing the bulk of the sock- 
eye runs in huge fish traps as 
they passed United States wat- 
ers, Was opposed to any regula- 
tion. The salmon lobby man- 
aged to keep the sockeye treaty, 
which Canada had immediately 
ratified, pigeonholed in the 
United States Senate for 20 
years. Then, after the state of 
Washington outlawed fish traps 


and the salmon runs were al- 


most no more, the opposition 
collapsed. 

The commission, established 
in 1937, began by employing a 
team of fisheries experts to 
undertake the first . scientific 
study of the Fraser salmon ever

made. After years of painstaking

HE Hell's Gate fishways, 
T when completed in 1946, 

consisted of two giant 
flumes, 40 feet deep and 
longer than a football field, 
which were attached to the 
rocky sidés of the gorge. They 
do not change the river flow, 
but a back-eddying torrent 
sweeps the fish into a conven- 
ient low-velocity tunnel through 
which they ascend the rapids in 
easy one-foot steps. Freed from 
the turbulent main channel, the 
salmon find the going easy. 

By 1047 when the sockeye 
headed upstream, these fish- 
ways, plus three smaller ones 
upstream, made the Fraser more 
passable than it had been. be- 
fore the Hell's Gate slide of 
1913. 

The fishways’ effect was im- 
mediately felt. The first run in 
1947 yielded a catch & 450,000 
sockeye. Their 1951 progeny 
produced a harvest of 2,400,000 
sockeye—an increase of more 
than 500 per cent. Every suc- 
ceeding year has built the runs 
back further; the 1953 catch of 
4,100,000 sockeye was the’ larg- 
est yield of that salmon cycle 
since 1917, 

Yet the salmon commission's 
scientists and biologists aren't 
coasting on their record, Its 
sights now are trained on the 
complete rehabilitation of the 
once-huge sockeye runs on the 
Quesnel river, a Fraser tribu- 
tary in northeastern British Co- 
lumbia, The Quesnel run, almost 
totally destroyed at Hell's Gate, 
had sunk to 1500 salmon a year 
in the 1940s from a peak popu- 
lation of 15,000,000 fish in 1913. 

The commission has removed 
all sockeye obstacles in the still- 
virgin Quesnel country and has 
carefully protected the 1500 
spawners. This work is paying 
off. Last year 110,000 spawning 
sockeye swarmed into the Ques- 
nel. Since sockeye in good 
water conditions (50 degrees 
temperature) can reproduce at 
the rate of 20-plus adults for 
each spawner, this may mean a 
Quesnel run of 2,000,000 fish in 
1957. 

Commission Director Loyd 
Royal estimates that within two 
additional four-year cycles, “‘the 
Quesnel will be back near the 
1909 level when 4,000,000 spawn- 
ers reached the area.” 

The Fraser salmon _ revival 
could conceivably point the way 
toward salmon rebirths in other 
regions. The state of Washing- 
ton has embarked on a broad- 
gauge program, at a cost of 
$1,300,000, to rehabilitate 
salmon-sterile streams through 
Fraser-type fishways. In Alaska, 
where the soekeye runs are dis- 
appearing, both the salmon in- 
dustry and the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service are 
analyzing the Fraser's success 
to see if these methods can be 
utilized on the territory's icy 
salmon rivers. 

In the meantime, the sockeye 
churns onward through British 
Columbia's cold. river waters 
toward his rendezvous with life 
and death,

HE EXHIBITION in memory 
T ot the respected dealer in 
modern art, Curt Valentin, 
who died this summer, opened 
last week in the Valentin Gal- 
lery. What consoles those hun- 
dreds of us—artists and museum 
men, collectors and critics, stu- 
dents and amateurs—who ad- 
mired and loved Curt Valentin 
is that this significant and hand- 
some show of modern master- 
pieces lent back to the gallery 
by 25 American museums is in 
a sense Only a symbol. 
The real memorial exhibition 
to Curt Valentin is a permanent 
one, forever on display in the 
galleries of every museum in 
America, in the living rooms or 
gardens of every important col- 
lector, on the bookshelves of 
every lover of art and in the | 
memories of everyone who ever 
encountered this modest, per- 
ceptive, dedicated, intelligent, 
‘human and endearing man. For 
ithere is no corner of America 
'where people care for art which 
‘did not feel his influence. 

Curt Valentin was that most 
rare of persons—a creative art 
dealer. His innate respect for 
the dignity of the artist and for 
the work of art as man’s highest 
level of communication touched 
every aspect of his professional 
life. With the sure taste of a 
connoisseur, guided by heart as 
well as by eye, he singled out 
those Americans and Europeans 
| whose creative gifts he recog- 
_nized, introducing here many of

most famous in modern art.

TO A PUBLIC hesitant and 
ill-at-ease with sculpture, he 
showed the beauty, the livability 
and the importance of this form 
of expression and was more re- 
sponsible than any other indi- 
vidual for its acceptance and ad- 
miration in America today.

Born in Ham- 
burg, Germany, Mr. Valentin 
took his first job with Alfred 
Flechtheim, the leading dealer 
of advanced modern art in Ber- 
lin. In 1934 he became associ- 
ated with the Buchholz Gallery 
in that city. He left Germany 
in 1937 with a few pictures as 
his only assets and opened a 
gallery in New York under the 
Buchholz name. 


In 1939 he moved into the 
present offices of the gallery, 
which were later enlarged. Here 
the art world saw exhibitions of 
top museum caliber; here art- 
world figures met and looked 
and talked; here they browsed 
through books and prints and 
drawings; here they contem- 
plated purchases while the deal- 
er fled the exhibiting easel as 
if he were embarrassed to per- 
suade the collector. There was 
no pretentious decor. And though 
the works were always of supe- 
rior quality and the catalogues 
factual and informative, graced 
usually by penetratingly apt 
quotations from the literature 
of art, the shows were usually 
crowded and unself-consciously 
displayed. The present installa- 
tion has a spacious handsome- 
ness that distinguishes it from 
the others.

form of a bronze statuette known 
as the “Winnie” went to Galanos, 
who is only 29 years old, for his 
“fresh young talent and the in- 
dividuality of his designs” while 
James received a bronze plaque 
as a special award for his revo- 
lutionary coat silhouette. Four 
years ago James won the 
“Winnie” for his talents both as 
a dress and coat designer. 


Since these awards are signifi- 
cant not only in their citation of 
outstanding talent but also in 
marking the trend of American 
fashion, examples of their work 
are looked upon with interest. 
Galanos, who has skyrocketed to 
popularity within two years, and 
whose clothes are available at 
retail in in St. Louis has a decided

Of Children 
And Emotion

HILDREN need love,” say 
today’s psychiatrists, and 
psychoanalysts, and pedia- 
tricians, and social workers. 
“Of course, they do,” replies 
Dr, Mary Northway’ in a recent 
issue of The Bulletin of the In- 
stitute of Child Study, Univer- 
sity of Tororito (a journal which 
we recommend to you). “But 
this is scarcely a new idea. .’. . 
At our institute we have always 
assumed that most parents love 
their children.” 


However, she goes on to say 
~—and we think that her point is 
a good one—that she and her 
co-workers at Toronto have. con- 
sidered this deep persisting feel- 
ing of love which most parents 
feel, to be their own prerogative. 
Something that either exists or 
does not exist, naturally. 

* + . 

SHE SUGGESTS that to say, 
“Youd must love your children,” 
denies the very nature of love, 
namely that it is given freely 
with neither sense of duty or of 
virtue. To make “loving” ‘a re- 
quirement is dangeroug for the 
adult who thinks he lacks this 
feeling may develop a sense of 
guilt and thus be restricted even 
more rigidly from being capable 
of affection. 


Dr. Northway points out. that 
much of today’s overemphasis 
on the importance of giving love, 
comes not from a study of the 
felatively normal child in the 
relatively normal home setting, 
but from clinical work with dis- 
turbed or atypical children. 
Psychiatrttts have found that 
many of their adult patients con- 
sider themselves to have been 
actually were unloved, r 
hood have become distorted as 
a system of their sickness, of 
course we do not know. 

Some present-day workers go

Basis for Goal. 


Final goal figure was decided 
on by the Chest board of direc- 
térs based on the needs of the 
member health, welfare and 
recreation groups and in the 
light of the expected level of 
the economy at campaign time. 

“Total basic needs added up to 
$6,686,108, as reported by the 
Central : Budget and Policy 
Committee. The - board, after 
considering all factors, reduced 
this figure to $6,100,000, 

Many agencies requested ad- 
ditional funds to improve and 
expand their facilities. A few 
such requests may be granted if 
the situation appears so serious 
as to require immediate atten- 
tion, Mayer said. 

“The present needs of our 
agencies are still the paramount 
issue in this campaign,” Mayer 
asserted, “Our budgeting com- 
mittees, composed of leading 
business, labor and professional 
people, have done. a thorough 
job of studying requirements. 

“Board members hope that the 
public is so aware of the vital 
services provided by our mem- 
ber agencies that the campaign 
will end in a generous over- 
subscription. Every dollar over 
the goal wil] mean an additional 
service for someone.” 

-Newhard, echoing Mayer’s 
statement, declared that “a gift 
to the Community Chest is not 
just sweet charity. It should be 
considered instead as commu- 
nity insurance.” 

‘He pointed out that many 
thousands of persons were helped 
by Chest agencies last year in 
six general fields—health and 
hospitals, children’s services, day 
nurseries, care of the aged, 
youth and group work and care 
of the handicapped.

NE day’s pay has been 
( suggested by Community 

Chest campaign leaders | 
as a minimum contribution 
by hourly workers earning up 
to $6000 a year. The amount 
represents 0.4 of 1 per cent 
of annual salary. 

A Chest. spokesman pointed 
out that donations are strict- 
ly voluntary and that there 
is no desire to dictate 
amounts, 

“But,” he added, “there is 
nothing flexible about this 
year’s $6,100,000 goal. Fail- 
ure to meet it may result 
in serious cutbacks in many 
vital Chest services.” 

For other iricome brackets 
the following schedule was 
suggested: 

Executivesand others earn- 
ing $6000 to $7500 a year, 
one and a half day’s pay, or 
0.6 of 1 per cent; $7500 to 
$10,000, two days’ pay or 0.8 
of 1 per cent; $10,000 to 
$20,000, 1 to 2.5 per cent; 
more than $20,000, 2.5 per 
cent and up. 

Corporations were urged 
to contribute at least 15 per 
cent more than last year.

of the most rewarding, according to the participants, is the 
teaching of American history to thousands of school chil- 
dren in the education department of the Missouri Historical 


Society. 

All this activity, except for 
tours through the society's 
various galleries, takes place 
in the Children’s room, cre- 
ated a few years ago in the 
basement of the Jefferson 
Memorial building in Forest 
Park with funds provided by 
the Junior League. 

There, last year, 15,700 
youngsters from 7 to 12 years 
of age, often as many as 90 
at a time, heard talks on nu- 
merous subjects ranging from 
Indian lore to Gen. Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s solo flight 
across the Atlantic, illustrated 
with curious objects found 
in cases in the cheerful, yel- 
low-walled room. 

The children are permitted 
to handle a butter churn, a 
200-year-old flintlock musket 
and a. Civil War carpet. bag. 
They sing old songs played on 
a melodeon, learn the Indian 
sign language, see Jesse 
James’s pistol and hear about 
river steamboats. 

The talks themselves, spon- 
sored by the Famous-Barr Co., 
are now in their ‘ssixth year, 
but the Junior League had no 
formal part in the program 


until last winter when a few 
members helped out on occa- 
sion. They found the assign- 
ments of such appeal that the 
league decided to offer the 
project as an opportunity for 
volunteers. As a result 14 
young women recently com- 
pleted an orientatién course 
given by the department’s reg- 
ular staff, Mrs. Frank Groom 
Kirtz and Mrs. Jack Carpenter, 
with the assistance of Charles 
van Ravenswaay, the society's 
director. 

The group is so divided that 
at least one volunteer is on 
duty each of six days a week 
to assist Mrs. Kirtz and Mrs. 
Carpenter “in bringing history 
alive.” They act as guides, 
plan and help with the crafts 
and sometimes make the talks,

About 50,000 to 55,000 bushels of rice are 
harvested each fall in Mark Bottoms and sold 
at a premium as seed.

N A LARGE-SCALE, PRECISION OPERATION, 69 N families 
moved into the first completed building of the Wendell Oliver Pruitt 
Homes last week. of them former residents of areas cleared 

for housing projects, they. exchanged their erstwhile slum 
dwellings for bright new apartments with modern conveniences. 

The new quarters, each furnished with an electric refrigerator 
and gas range, offered a new way of life. Several of the families 
had never had electric refrigeration, some never had used a gas 
range; to a few, inside toilets were a novelty. 


Ge all of the new tenants moved into the !1l-story building 


at 2431 O'Fallon street in four and one-half days called for a time- 
table schedule. Each family had been selected by the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority from a priority list, assigned an ent and notified 
of the hour and day it was to move in. To avoid traffic jams, each 

was told which of three entrances to use and was allotted two 
and one-half hours to complete the job. A complicating factor was 
a single passenger elevator that stops only at the fourth, seventh and 
tenth floors—a space-saving, rapid-service feature in each of the 20 
buildings in the $21,500,000 Pruitt project. 

The first building occupied, designated as A-13, has 72 apart- 
ments, but two are being used as offices and a third as a furnished 
demonstration unit. Each apartment has a combination living-din- 
ing room, kitchen, bath and one to three bedrooms. Gas, electricity, 
water and heat are included in the rent, which varies according to 
size of family and amount of income. To qualify for admission, a 
family of two may have an income of no more than $2800 yearly, a 
family of five or more, $3200. Rentals range from $20 to $46 for a 
couple, from $20 to $66 for the large family. 

Next week the second Pruitt building will'be occupied, a 122-unit, 
ll-story apartment at 2411-2431 Division street. The entire project of 
1736 units is expected to be completed and occupied by next summer.

HEIR CRAFT hammered into help- 
T lessness by heavy seas and high 
winds, two men and two women 
rode out a turbulent night on a leaking 
42-foot erg | yacht off the Virginia 
. Th ept the pumps going to 
keep their schooner, ironically named 
the Able Lady, afloat. They had no 
radio. They saw a cargo~boat and set 
off flares, but without attracting atten- 
tion. Finally a cruiser spotted the 
boat, 30 miles off Cape Henry, and 
stood by until the destroyer Laffey 
arrived. As the Laffey tried to get a 
line aboard, a heavy swell threw the 
Able Lady against the destroyer’s bow, 
and the e Lady, her side smashed, 
began to go down. The four aboard 
put on life belts, lashed themselves to- 
gether, and plunged into the Atlantic. 
Twenty minutes later they were aboard 
the Laffey. By then, the Able Lady 
had sunk. 

In this photo the four survivors, 
clinging together and held up by their 
lifebelts, are tossed on the waves as 
the Laffey eases closer. Nearby the 
Able Lady, with its wind-tattered sails, 
is rapidly foundering. As the Laffey 
drew near.the four, two crewmen 
climbed down sea ladders, grabbed 
the women just as waves washed them 
against the destroyer. The men clam- 
bered aboard by themselves. 

The four rescued were Dr. William 
P. Locke of Hyde Park, New York, 
owner of the yacht, and his wife; Dr. 
W. G. } n of New York City, 
and Ann low of Poughkeepsie, 
New York. They' were on their way 
from New York to Florida when they 
were hit - heavy weather which tore 
off the Able Lady's foresails, blew the 
helpless craft far out to sea.

“Stable Mabel” may provide an answer to tomorrow’s traffic jams

NLESS YOU KNOW something about heli-

The 
Marine Corps is interested in such a ship for 
combat use, and the Navy is erenrees 
research in this field. 

Meanwhile, also working scien a lta 
contract, Kellett developed this odd-looking 
rocket-powered ship chiefly to try out a gyro- 
scopic stabilizer devised by Dr. J. G. Sissingh, 
Kellett’s chief of aerodynamics.

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What's Wrong with 


American Fathers’? 


OR OVER 20 Years, the “mental hygiene move- 

ment” has talked up the mother-child relation- 

ship as the key to happy, healthy children. In 

the same period, the American woman was 
emerging as a voter, civic leader and force to be reck- 
oned with in the community. With mother trying to 
act two parts in life, it was inevitable that something 
had to give. 

That something was father. 

The American father of the past two decades has 
been caught in a squeeze. The “new mother” and a 
lot of other forces have created a picture of father as 
a meek fellow who willingly shares household duties. 
Often enough the picture is true. In many cases, 
father has become a substitute mother. 

This development has been studied closely by two 
Detroit psychologists, Ben O. Rubenstein and Morton 
Levitt, instructors in the department of psychiatry, 


college of medicine, Wayne University. Through their - 


work with disturbed children, they have observed: the 
serious effects of the strong, dominant mother and 
the weak father. 

Other scientists have also commented on this new 
family relationship. In a rather whimsical mood, Dr. 
John J. Kane, head of the sociology department, Notre 
Dame University, recently wrote: “Just about 100 
years ago, a touching stanza portrayed father this way: 

“Father gives his kind commands, 
Mother nods, approves, 

The children all attentive stand, 
Then each obediently moves. 

“If rewritten today,” says Dr. Kane, “it would run 
this way: Ser

Once they ruled the roost, but no more. Here’s why—and what fathers should know about it

Children add theirs too. 
Father merely meekly nods, 
He knows his day is through.” 

This light verse emphasizes the fact that more and 
more wives rule the roost today. Many men accept 
women in their new strong role, and women, if some- 
times confused by their present-day status, defend it 
vigorously. Whatever the attitude of women, they have 
achieved their place in today’s society at the expense 
of men. 

Nowhere is this more evident than in the position 
of today’s middle-class American father. Once a com- 
manding figure of wisdom and authority, father has 


WHAT IS A FATHER?

lost caste not only in the cyes of his wife, his children 
and society—but, worst of all, in his own. 

Authorities say that father, 1954 style, often sees 
himself simply as the fellow who brings home the pay 
check. Beyond that he may assume little or no respori- 
sibility. Like a lower animal, he is inclined to “walk 
out”—psychologically if not physically—once he feels 
his mate and young can fend for themselves. 

This inclination, of course, is not new. What is new 
is the stimulus given it by the inept, ineffectual posi- 


tion of many fathers today. The typical father, experts . 


say, is a little afraid of his wife. Having turned over 
most parental responsibility fo her, he has trouble 
“getting through” to his children except via rough- 
and-tumble play. He often feels bypassed by his family 
without quite knowing why, The children in turn are 
disappointed because he “doesn't stand up to Mom.” 

Philadelphia psychiatrist O. Spurgeon English puts 
it this way: Often the present-day father is too busy 
working “to take time to live.” His children grow up 
and leave home “virtually orphans so far as any up- 
bringing they have had from him is concerned.” 

Dr. J. L. Halliday, a British scientist, recently ob- 
served that “the [masculine American] father has been 
replaced by daddy, who was kind, and finally by pops, 
who is just plain foolish.” 

In their study, the two Detroit psychologists, Ruben- 
stein and Levitt, have analyzed what our American 
society really expects of father and what makes him 
act the way he does. 

Father is, of course, a complicated animal. He is 
the product of history, tradition, economic conditions 
and the emancipation of women. Books, newspapers, 


dence that it is just these cultural pressures which 
create a stereotype of a man who has given over many 
of his paternal duties to the mother. This is “popism.” 

Rubenstein and Levitt hasten to point out that not 
all fathers are meek and mild. Some are still strong 
and respected in their households. But, the Detroit 
scientists say, influences are at work all the time which 
create a picture of father as less and less important as 
a parent and symbol of authority. Gradually more and 
more fathers submit to popism.

Once under its influence, the typical father may say, 
or at least feel, that he would become the real source 
of authority in his home if “they”—his wife and the 
forces of popism—would let him. He may feel that his 
children do not respect him because his wife does not 
respect him. He may be tough enough at work, but at 
home he turns wishy-washy. Generally, he feels robbed 
of the right to judge his own actions. 

The first of the forces which make father what he is 
today, according to sociological studies, arises from the 
American frontier tradition. When the Pilgrim fathers 
landed at Plymouth Rock, they brought European 
family ideas. The father had the last word in the home. 
But that changed with frontier life. 

The westward push meant that father moved from 
one area to another. He pulled up stakes, left his home 
and sent for his family later—maybe four or five years 
later. In the intervening period, he was only techni- 
cally, not actively, a father. His wife raised the chil- 
dren while he lived on the lawless, free-drinking 
frontier. 

By the time the wife and kids arrived, he had been 
a “freebooter” so long that he might never resume the 
role of father. Implicit in his relationship with his 
family was the idea that he might push west again at 
any time. Actually, American society encouraged this 
father-mother relationship. Father was encouraged to 
pull up stakes and mother had to live with the idea of 
raising sons to follow in father’s footsteps. Mother 
became the “center” of family control. 


This “freebooter” idea of fatherhood is carried into 


family life today. The freebooter no longer has new 
frontiers to conquer, but he tends to see himself chiefly 
as.a money-provider. He conceives of himself more 


or less free of basic family ties and commitments. 

The tradition of the frontier father was influenced 
somewhat by the coming of the strong, harsh father 
of the mid-1800s. But the Victorian influence has worn 
off to a great extent. 

A second force of popism is the uniquely American 
idea that the children are superior to their parents. 
There is nothing quite like this concept in Europe or 
Asia. It is largely an outgrowth of the early mass emi- 
gration to the U. S. 

From the start, secét jemnlgrints operaied on the 
belief that each succeeding generation could better 
itself in the Land of Opportunity. From that grew a 
conviction that each generation automatically would 
be superior to its predecessor—that “the sons are bet-

So today’s father often feels, perhaps unconsciously, 
that he should not assert himself to junior because 
junior is a superior human being. “How can I tell him 
what to do,” he asks, “when he’s better than I am?” 

This is in direct contrast to the European father who 
looks at himself and his child, and decides that he, the 
father, is still top dog. 

Popism got added impetus during the depression of 
the 1930s. Many fathers were unemployed then, but 
often their wives found work. When that happened, 
father was placed, by necessity, in the role of a 
“household helper,” a “buddy” to his children and a 
general, all-round sharer of household chores. At the 
same time, a great many books and magazine articles 
began to appear on the subject of mental hygiene. 
They actively encouraged the household-helper idea. 
Today's added leisure for father further encourages it. 

Thus it was (and still is) pictured as desirable for 
pop to do mom’s work. The household-helper idea now 
is firmly rooted in our culture. However, the i 
psychologists point out that most fathers find it diffi- 
cult to do mother’s work and stay happy. First, they 
say he doesn’t want to do it. Second, it makes him feel 
inept, incapable. Third, and perhaps most important, 
it represents a threat to his masculinity, to his picture 
of himself as a man. 

It is not suggested that fathers never should help 
around the house, within reasonable limits. But the 
Detroit psychologists feel that fathers and mothers 
alike should understand the causes and effects of 
popism. Already, one of its chief effects has been to 
cok tee sunny men ae ome a normal, heelihy selation, 
ship with their own families.

Movies, TV, the funny papers 
and comic books all picture 
father as a weak character 


who isn’t really important 


Father may place his job or profession 
above child-rearing as a function of his day- 
to-day living. Fathers who feel this way— 
and they are many—tend to consider their 
offspring as mere production problems, an- 
Other in the daily series of headaches. This 
type of father loses all the fun and spon- 
taneity of raising a youngster. 

Often, the father who has been overtaken 
by this phase of popism feels that he can buy 
the child’s affection and respect with gifts. 
He also may believe that raising a child is 
the sole responsibility of the mother, a purely 
feminine activity. If so, he may be afraid to 
express love or devotion to the child because 
he regards such expression as “the language 
of femininity.” 

The popism most people are familiar with 
comes from television, movies, advertising 
and other media of communication. Today, 
they often portray father as a weak-minded, 
dull, bumbling character, who is manipulated 
like a puppet on strings by mother. 

Take comic books and comic strips. In

many of the latter, mom runs pop and even 
shows that she is stronger physically. Maggie 
has had Jiggs buffaloed for years. The most 
harried father of comic-strip fame is Pappy 
Yokum. Mammy pulls him around by the 
ear and belts him one occasionally just to 
show who is boss. Rarely if ever is the hero 
of a comic strip a father. Terry, Steve Can- 
yon and other “strong” comic-strip heroes 
are not fathers. 

The same applies to comic books. Kids en- 
joy Superman and Batman (nonfathers) be- 
cause they are strong. Kids aspire to be 
strong, but by reading comic books they fail 
to get the impression that fathers are strong 
people. 

Television contributes to popism in no small 
way. Many TV fathers are happy-go-lucky 
near-morons. Riley in Life of Riley cannot 
seem to do anything right. Ozzie in Ozzie 
and Harriet is almost invariably rescued by 
his wife. Danny Thomas, the father of Make. 
Room for Daddy, is a well-meaning bungler. 
When the TV father is not a complete dolt, 
he almost always is dominated by mother. In 
I Love Lucy and I Married Joan the wife 
takes the initiative in causing and resolving 
important family problems. 


‘But Mamma Tells Him .. .’ 


OVIES TEND to follow the popism line. 
A study of more than 100 recent 
American films revealed that not one 
of them represented a father as the hero. 
Father was usually portrayed as a weak, 
colorless fellow who ultimately faded into 
the background of the plot. This is in sharp 
contrast to foreign films, especially French 
and Italian, which often picture father as the 
strong character around whom the whole 
story revolves. 

Some pretty bold popism has been handed 
down in advertising. One recent national ad 
read: “It’s true that Poppa wears the pants, 
‘but Mamma tells him which pair to wear.” 


A second ad described father as “the king bee 
who likes to preen 24 hours a day.” 

Father does not fare much better on the 
legitimate stage. Take Willy Loman in the 
prize-winning Death of a Salesman. Frus- 
trated, confused, he alternated between fum- 
bling efforts to win affection at home and 
typical freebooter behavior when on the road. 

In the current stage hit, Tea and Sympathy, 
the husband also is depicted as a weakling 
who fails to understand young people. 

These aspects of popism create a number 
of reactions in children. Not least is that, to 
many, being a father offers no premium, no 
allure. Boys may aspire to be firemen or 
policemen and, later, lawyers, doctors or sol- 
diers. But they rarely feel that fatherhood 
itself is an all-important goal in living. 

Boys may feel that inevitably they will be- 
come fathers, but the job is never quite 
clearly defined to them. As they grow up, 
they tend to be confused about just what a 
father is supposed to do. 

“Popistic” fathers seem to feel the same 
way. They tend to express their feeling, the 
Detroit psychologists find, in some or all of 
these ways: !) withdrawing from any situa- 
tion of stress and letting mother handle it; 
2) staying away from home as much as pos- 
sible.or becoming a hypochondriac to avoid 
responsibility; 3) doing what they think is 
expected of them by their wives and society. 


The Child’s Fear 


HE EFFECT on the child of popism can be 
FE sienitary destructive. Passive, weak sons, 

overdependent on their mothers, tend to 
be produced by weak fathers, Rubenstein and 
Levitt point out. The boy waits for the father 
to rule, to be a father. But when he fails to 
come through, the child may worry, develop 
anxiety and say to himself, “One of these 
days the old man will really blow his top — 
then watch out.” The child of a weak father 
may become overaggressive as a cover-up for 
his anxiety. Fhis type of child may deliber- 
ately antagonize. his father just to see how 
much steam he has. 

Popism’s effect on mother can be even 
more complicated. Today, though the mother 
often is the ruler of the home, she may ex- 
press unhappiness because “there is no man 
in the house.” However, the Detroit psy- 
chologists say, many. mothers are so accus- 
tomed to their position of power that they 
really cannot relinquish it to the husband. 
This situation makes for confusion, recrimi- 
nations and unhappiness all around. 

That's the story of father—caught neatly in 
a squeeze. Nobody knows exactly what he 
should do about it, but this much is clear: 
he can understand the squeeze and thereby 
achieve some measure of self-realization. 
How? The Detroit psychologists say there are 
no pat-rules. But they offer these conclusions 
in regard to fatherhood: 

First, father has a right to be himself— 
because he is the product of pressures over 
which he had little or no control. Forceful 
or mild, he has a right to be supported by his 
wife, family and community. Everyone has a 
right to his own identity. 

Second, he has a right to feel secure and 
“comfortable” in his own conception of 


fatherhood. He can draw assurance from the 
fact that no one knows any more than he 
about what he is expected to do and be. 

Third, he has a right to do as he sees fit as 
a decent human being. If that includes assert- 
ing himself in a family situation, he should 
assert himself. If it includes being stern with 
the child, he should be stern. If it includes 
blowing off steam, he should do that, too, 
always remembering what is reasonable. It is 
better for father to assert himself if he feels 
a child has done wrong than to hold back and 
explode violently at a later date. 

Fourth, a father has the right to his own 
reaction to family situations—without being 
dictated to by any formula for behavior or 
outside pressures. He has a right to act, based 
on his reaction, without feeling guilty. 

Fifth, he has a right to make mistakes in 
any family situation. If he’s secure as a 
father, he can “roll with the mistakes,” profit-

ing by each one. If he’s insecure and defen- 
sive, mistakes will only tend to confuse him. 

Last, and most important he has the right 
to be a man, if he wants to be, and resist the 
efforts of society to destroy his mnecutne 
identity. 

The Detroit psychologists emphasize this 
point: damage to the whole family results 
when father, under pressure, tries to act a role 
he cannot fulfill. A meek father cannot be- 
come a “tough guy,” a strict father cannot 
suddenly become passive without ending up 
in emotional conflicts. That’s why he needs 
to stand up for himself. 

This is how a good many ‘scientists see the 
American. father at mid-century. What will 
happen to him and the forces of popism in 
the future none can predict. However, fathers 
today can gain security by realizing how 
they “came to be,” and in so doing can be 
happier, perhaps, as individuals and as 
parents. =

Make Your Next Party 
Easy on All Concerned

Fun, not formality, has become today’s entertainment rule 


F ALL THE CHANGES in etiquette that 
have taken place in the past 10 years, 
the most dramatic concerns entertain- 
ing. Formal living of all kinds has vir- 

tually disappeared in much of America. The last 
census showed only one servant available to 
every 25 families, and the term “servant” was, 
I suspect, very loosely defined. A servant today 
can be anyone from a mother’s helper to an 
occasional cleaning woman. Even people with 
the money to pay the high wages demanded can- 
not find the help that was fairly usual even in 
families with modest incomes a decade or two 
ago. 

This past summer, up and down the Cali- 
fornia coast — where help had been plentiful and 
cheap, by Eastern standards, before the war — I 
found even the maid-of-all-work, let alone any- 


thing more pretentious, virtually invisible. Peo- . 


ple I met everywhere were simplifying their liv- 
ing, using day-workers, sitters, cleaning services 
to supplement their own labor in running their 
homes. In two weeks of being intensively enter- 
tained I did not go to one formal party. 

The parties I did go to were very informal and 
gay, sometimes with a day-helper in the kitchen, 
sometimes not. A retired admiral talked know- 
ingly of his vacuum cleaner; a movie star de- 
scribed his barbecues; women compared suit- 
able, easy-to-make buffet recipes that could be 
prepared, preferably, a day in advance. I felt 
people were having more fun at their own par- 
ties, and that informal entertaining at all levels 
of income was deeply established as almost the 
only practical way to entertain today. 

In San Francisco I ate a wonderful Japanese 
dinner, sitting on a grass mat on ‘the floor with 
my shoes off. (I'd left them outside the door of 
the room.) Why not, I thought, adapt this idea 
to a party at home? 

Let it be indoors or out—and let guests bring 
their own cushions. The foot-high dining table 
could be made from children’s train tables, an 
old door or a sheet of plywood. Now, whenever 
I see my guests sitting cross-legged on the floor 
or on one of my stacking cushions, I know they 
are relaxed and at home. 

So why worry about not having enough chairs 
for a party when you can seat your guests on 
the floor? Try it and see. It is remarkable how 
easy it is to prepare oriental-style dishes and 


| 


how inexpensive they are for a crowd. Our 
servicemen have brought back a liking for such 
foods and I think are responsible for the increas- 
ing number of oriental cookbooks coming out. 

We are not limited, of course, to buffet sup- 
pers. Buffet Sunday brunches are an excellent 
way to entertain on a day when no one wants 
to hurry. Many restaurants and country clubs 
make a feature of evening buffets on Thursday, 
Saturday or Sunday; people enjoy them, and 
somehow they feel more festive serving them- 
selves from a variety of attractively displayed 
foods. 

A good buffet for this time of the year offers 
one or more hot dishes in generous casseroles 
or in electric or alcohol-heated skillets and chaf- 
ing dishes. There is salad (with the dressing 
added at the last minute), hot breads, beverages 
and dessert, or a selection of -desserts with 
enough food for everyone to have -“seconds.” 


Easy on the Budget 


OOD HEARTY Foops are at home at the buf- 
fet meal, and fortunately many inexpen- 
sive ones are popular: the members of the 

meatball family, rice, spaghetti, macaroni, po- 
tato casseroles, beans, dried-fish dishes. The 
budgeting family finds it less expensive to en- 
tertain a crowd this way than to entertain small 
groups with expected party foods. 

Even if no outside helper is available or pro- 
vided for in the entertainment budget, it is good 
to know that even the very nicest people these 
days use paper plates and cups, plastics and dis- 
posable napkins without thought of apology. 

The one serious complaint I get about the 
growing custom of buffet entertaining is that 
men, in particular, hate balancing their plates 
on their knees. It’s a good idea for each guest 
to have some place to put his plate besides his 
lap. With the advent of television, manufactur- 
ers began putting out little nests of inexpensive, 
comfortable tables that are perfect for meals 
before the set or for buffet parties. 

You also may use bridge tables, or the dining- 
room table itself. In this latter case, it is set as 
at a regular meal, but guests bring to it their 
filled plates from the buffet. And, if there is no 
one to clear the tables before dessert is served, 
guests take their cue from the hostess—and do it 
themselves. a

ERY FEW BOys get careless with guns around 
here any more. Reason: When the mother of one 
was almost hit by a bullet from an “unload 
Civil War rifle, she decided to make sure that 
neighborhood kids would learn gun safety before more 
accidents could happen. 

Two years ago, Mrs. J. F. Gillis was doing her house- 
work while her son Rickey, then 10, and some of his 
friends were examining the old gun. There was a shatter- 
ing roar and the bullet plowed through twb walls, right 
past a spot the mother had just left. 

Her first instinct was to snatch the gun from the 
trembling youngsters and forbid Rickey ever to touch 
one again. “But I knew boys like guns,” she says, “and 
taboos only increase curiosity.” 

So then she got her idea. 

The next day, she almost floored Rickey by proposing 
to buy him a modern .22 rifle, provided he would take 
safety lessons before trying to do any more shooting. 
Rickey didn’t argue. Next, with the approval of the 
parents of eight other boys, Mrs. Gillis formed.a gun 
club. A National Rifle Association safety instructor 
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Under instructor Duhig's watchful eye, Rickey(l.Jand three friends practice aiming.All obey a sound rule:stand at 45-degree angle to the target. 


agreed to give lessons, and police provided a safe rifle 
range. 

Now, every Saturday morning, she collects her young 
riflemen—who pay 50¢-a-week dues to cover expenses— 
and takes them to a class fun by instructor Dennis Duhig. 

“At first,”. she says, “the kids were so eager to get 
shooting that the instructor had to be firm. He insisted 
that they see how guns work. He made them take them 
apart and put them together. Then—still with empty 
guns—he made them learn basic NRA safety rules.” 

Here are the main ones:

Never cock a gun and pull the trigger except when 
aiming at a safe target. It may be loaded—and even a°.22 
bullet can travel a mile, can go through 9 inches of board, 
can kill even by richocheting off water. 

Never close the action of a gun except for firing. Keep 
the bolt handle of a bolt-action rifle pointed up when not 
in use. 

Never (among beginners) put more than one bullet in 
at a time. Remember it’s there. 

Never take it for granted that any gun is unloaded. 

Allowed to shoot as soon as they came of legal age, 


Duhig’s young pupils surprised even their instructor. 
Their reflexes were better than adults’ and they could 
focus faster. Only one main problem arose: the weight 
of the weapons. Because of this, Duhig has had to call 
recesses after sustained periods of time on target. 

By now the boys have progressed to the point where 
they can discuss seriously such projects as hunting trips 
in the Rockies—or even Africa. If these ever become 
possible, neither Duhig nor Mrs. Gillis will object. They 
know the boys have learned a fundamental fact: the key 
to happy shooting is safe shooting. .

After 30 years in Europe, Dr. J. J. Dunning is heading 


for the Hudson River—hanging his shingle on a yacht 


PORT SAINT-LOUIS-DU-RHONE, FRANCE. 


OMEWHERE on the rivers and canals of 
Western Europe, one of the strangest 
craft afloat is making her way from 

Marseille to Antwerp and, eventually, to a 
destination anywhere from the foot of New 
York’s George Washington Bridge to Miami. 

She’s. a 72-foot yacht bearing a Greek 
name, Helios, and flying an American flag. 
On her after-deck is lashed one of the small- 
est automobiles in captivity and, down in 
her main cabin, stands a weird table rising 
out of the floor like a grease rack. 

At the helm of the Helios as she chugs 
from one canal lock to the next is a bull- 
necked Yugoslav skipper. Her crew is made 
up of a Russian veteran of the Czar’s Im- 
perial Navy and a German housekeeper- 
stewardess - purser - receptionist who came 
aboard via Egypt. 

Her passenger list consists of four cats 
(two Siamese, two alley), two fox terriers

and her owner, Dr. John Jacob Dunning, a 
Michigan-born osteopath who has treated a 
good many of the crowned and uncrowned 
rulers of Europe and the United States. 

When the Helios is finally loaded onto a 
westbound freighter at Antwerp, Dunning 
will be making the last leg of a round trip 
that began one day in Dallas, Tex., 30 years 
ago. That day, he flipped a coin to decide 
whether to practice in Dallas or in Europe. 
Europe won. Dunning never returned to the 
U. S. except on short visits. 


I met the doctor, a grizzled, easy-going 
man of 68, here on a forlorn stretch of 
Mediterranean coastal sand near Marseille, 
inhabited mainly by mosquitoes. The Helios 
was laid up for repairs to her engines after 


a record run from Monaco to Marseille—with | 


the help of the worst gale of the year on her 
stern. 

I had first heard about him in Monaco. 
For two years, the Helios had been moored 
in the port of the principality and, for two 
years, Dr. John J. Dunning, Osteopathic 
Physician, had his shingle out on the dock. 

He had done very well, too.. Harbormaster 
Robert Arnulf told me that a patient had 
come all the way from New York only the 
day after the Helios sailed. And the Helios 
received more mail than any other yacht in 
Monaco. 

The fact that the Helios had sailed at all 
was the cause of a good deal of wonderment 
in Monaco’s dockside bars. Rumor had it 
that she had made only one previous trip 
during her stay on the French Riviera. That 
was a projected cruise, overnight to Corsica, 
which ended up 10 miles away in San Remo, 
Italy. 

“We did have an awful time getting out of 
Monaco,” said Dunning. “It wasn’t because 
of the engines, though. While we were trying 
to get the anchor up, half a dozen patients 
came out on launches for freatments.” 


A Smuggier’s Ship 
UNNING BOUGHT the Helios in 1949 
D when he decided to retire after 26 years 
in London, where he had become pres- 
ident of the British Osteopathic Association. 


- The Helios’ previous owner had been, as 


Dunning put it, “a successful thief and an un- 


successful smuggler.” Belgian customs au-. 


thorities had caught him trying to run a 
Turkish rug and 300,000 razor blades into 
Belgium and impounded his boat in the port 
of Zeebrugge. 

Dunning sailed her down to Paris and tied 
up three minutes away from the Champs- 
Elysées, next to a bridge on the Seine. There, 
for three. years, he practiced under the 
amazed eyes of Paris’ population of riverside 
hoboes. Among his patients, he said, was 
Averell Harriman, then head of Marshall 
Plan activities in Europe. 

Occasionally the Helios slipped her moor- 


ing for a sail down the Seine. On one of those 


trips, her passengers included General and 
Mrs. Eisenhower. Dunning said he first 
treated Ike in 1944, flying from Londor to 


Paris on a military plane to handle the job. 

“He was a good patierit,” Dunning re- 
called. “Most people expect miracles after 
one treatment, but he was willing to wait.” 
In all, the General received 28 treatments. 

After three yéars in Paris, Dunning de- 
cided to cast off and sail for the sun. This 
course landed him in Monaco. 

Once he and the Helios arrive in the 
United States, he plans to start practicing 
either on the shores of the Hudson River or 
in Florida. But he doesn’t know quite how 
long it will take him to get there. “It might 
be forever,” he said above the clanging of 
wrenches in the engine room. 

He's in no hurry. Dunning describes him- 
self as “a poor man who lives like a rich 
man.” Even if the Helios comes down with 
a sprained propeller shaft, he can still travel. 
He just has to unload his one-cylinder mid- 
get car, which he had brought over from the 
United States because not even a baby Euro- 
pean model could fit aboard.

| Killed the 
Jerangau Man-Eater 


Here’s a modern tiger-hunt thriller. Stalking a big cat that killed 


eight Malayan rubber workers was just part of the author’s daily job 


COMMUNIST TERRORISTS roamed the jun- 
gles of Trengganu on the Malay Peninsula when 


“Lt. Col. A. Locke arrived there as a British 


Government administrative officer. But Locke 
soon learned that equally deadly tigers pre- 
sented an almost more pressing problem. 

For the most part, the tigers were killing 
cattle and other domestic animals. But in some 
cases they were preying on human beings, 
creating such havoc on the rubber plantations 
that men were afraid to go to work. 

So Locke became a tiger hunter. His adven- 
tures are set forth in a recently published book, 
The Tigers of Trengganu (Scribner, $3.50)*, 
from which the following episode is taken. 


RANGAU IS THE NAME Of a small 

village. On the opposife bank of the 

Dungun River, but three miles 

downstream from Jerangau, lies 
Kampong Wau, “kampong” being the 
Malay word for village. Yet a further 
three miles towards the river’s mouth is 
Kampong Manchis on the same side of 
the river as Jerangau. It was over the area 
bounded by these three small Malay vil- 
lages that the Jerangau man-eater ranged 
during the latter part of 1950 and the first 
half of 1951. 

The death of the man-eater’s first vic- 
tim was not reported to me. Nor did I 
hear of the second death until it was too 
late to do anything about it. 

From the details given me by the acting 
Penghulu of Jerangau, it was evident that 
this was not an attack resulting from a 
chance encounter, but a deliberate stalk 
and kill. I therefore instructed him to 
warn his people to be on their guard and 
to go about in groups of not less than 
three people. This advice was soon for- 
gotten. Another Malay, this time a rub- 
ber tapper, was killed on the 27th of Janu- 
ary 1951. The man-eater soon struck 
again, on the morning of the 1st February 
1951. 

Nothing more was heard of the man- 


eater for over a month until, on the 7th 
March 1951, he killed his fifth man, an- 
other Malay rubber tapper. I set off at 
once by motor boat for Jerangau with 
great hopes of arriving at the spot before 
the body was moved. Half-way up the 
river, however, we met another motor boat 
towing a smaller craft. In this was the 
body of the dead man. 

Whilst changing the clothes on the body 
—I needed the blood-stained ones for a 
scheme that I had in mind—I saw that the 
tiger had killed in the usual manner, seiz- 
‘ing the unfortunate Malay. from behind 
by the face and shoulder and sinking his 
teeth into the neck. 

At Jerangau, I was able to piece to- 
gether what had happened. The tiger had 
been coming down through the jungle 
where it bordered the rubber estate, when 
it had heard or caught sight of the Malay. 
The man had finished his tapping and was 
engaged in collecting the liquid rubber 
from the cups fastened to the trees. After 
watching him for a while, the tiger crept 
out among the rubber trees, belly to 
ground, as a cat will stalk a bird, until it 
gained a position behind a rotting fallen 
tree. There it crouched hidden from view. 
It waited a while in the hope that the 
unsuspecting man would come closer. 
Then, as it saw its victim turn back from 
the last tree of a row, it launched its 
attack. 

A tiger depends on surprise and his 
terrific initial speed when making a kill 
in such circumstances. In the soft ground 
just behind the fallen tree, I found the 
two deep impressions made by the tiger’s 
hind paws as they thrust it forward at its 
prey. The man-eater had covered the 


ground between it and the man in two 


great bounds. 

I followed the path along which the 
body had been carried back to Jerangau, 
searching for a suitable tree in which to 
place the small portable seat which I cus- 


tomarily used for shooting tigers at night. 

Rubber trees, with their sparse foliage, 
are never satisfactory places in which to 
attempt to conceal oneself. In this case 
I was forced to select a large tree, the 
overhanging boughs of which were likely 
to obstruct my view when it came to 
quick shooting in the dark. When Pa Mat 
[Locke’s Malayan helper) had climbed the 
tree and I had passed my seat up for him 
to fasten in position, I turned to the dead 
man’s bloodstained clothes. 

With the aid of some dry leaves and 
grass, I constructed an imitation corpse 
on the ground in front of the tree. I hoped 
that, if the man-eater did decide to follow 
the body back to the kampong, he must 
come across this dummy. If he paused to 
smell at it he should give me a chance to 
get a shot at him. 

I took my place in the tree a good two 


_ hours before sunset. As the slightest move- 


ment might give my position away to the 
man-eater if he was watching from cover, 
I sat completely motionless until nearly 
nine o'clock without hearing a sound from 
him. 

‘l Took Quick Aim...’ 


HEN I HEARD him coming towards me 
Tin the darkness. He approached, not 

from the swamp on my left as I had 
expected, but from directly behind me. 
Moving very slowly and carefully, he | 
passed directly beneath me, went forward 
a short distance and then stopped. I al- 
ready had my rifle held to my shoulder. 
Immediately the tiger halted, I pressed 
forward the switch of the torch secured 
to the rifle. : 

{ found that the tiger was not standing 
over the dummy corpse as I had imagined. 
Instead he had his back to me and was 
slightly to my left. The result was that all 


. but half his head and right shoulder 


were hidden from me by a bough of the 
tree in which I was sitting. I took quick

male tiger is 8 feet 6 inches. Locke never shot 
tigers unless they were killing cattle or men. 


but careful aim high on the shoulder and 
fired. At the exact moment that 1 did so, 
the tiger turned sharply on his hind legs 
and swung off to the left. For an agonizing 
split-second 1 was conscious that the animal 
was turning away. The realization came to 
me too late to prevent the completion of the 
act of squeezing the trigger. 

Following my unsuccessful attempt to kill 
the man-eater, written instructions were 
issued to the village headmen that the body 
of the next person killed by the tiger was 
not to be moved until I arrived at the spot. 

After an interval of 20 days, the man- 
eater killed a Chinese rubber tapper not very 
far from the scene of my previous attempt 
to shoot the brute. The information that I 
received late in the afternoon was that the 
body had been left lying where it had been 
found. When I arrived early the next morn- 
ing | was dismayed to discover that a) the 
body had been moved to a small clearing 
to make it easier for me to shoot the tiger, 
b) it had been swathed in cloth like an 
Egyptian mummy, c) a big platform had been 
built in a nearby tree and in this parties of 
men in relays had been guarding the body to 
prevent the tiger from approaching it. 

It seemed to me that every time I had a 
chance to kill the man-eater, it was inevi- 
table that something or another would go 
wrong. A Malay bomoh, or witch-doctor, at 
Jerangau and another at Dungun both told 
me, quite independently, that it would be 
impossible for me to shoot the tiger until it 
had killed its eighth man. One. was encour- 
aging enough to add, “If he does not kill you 
first, Tuan.” 

The seventh victim of the man-eater died 
on the 6th April, south of Kampong Manchis. 
I was away on tour when this kill occurred 
and learnt about it two days later. 

Not long after, the man-eater attacked 
and slew a fully grown male buffalo barely 
half a mile from the Jerangau Police Station. 
I was having lunch at Dungun when the news 
came through. We were not at the kill until 


six o'clock. We immediately began to erect 
my seat. None of the trees near the kill was 
strong enough to bear the weight of a man, 
so we chose the biggest that we could find, 
which was about three inches thick, and 
erected beside it three other poles which we 
stuck into the mud. To these four uprights 
we attached my seat and there camouflaged 
it. The whole affair was very shaky, working 
as we were against time, knee-deep in mud 
and water and pestered by mosquitoes. 


The Second Try 


T WAS NEARLY dark when Pa Mat and the 
two Malays I had persuaded to help us 
went off and left me to myself. I had a 

strong but unaccountable feeling that the 
tiger had approached while we were at work 
and had gone off again on hearing the noise 
that we could not avoid making. Because of 
this I did not expect him to come to the kill 
early, if he came at all. Just before 9:30 p.m. 
he walked towards the back of my seat, mov- 
ing with even greater caution than on the last 
occasion on which I had heard him. He 
stopped when a few yards away from me, 
stood there for a full minute, then went away 
again. 

The man-eater’s actions confirmed my im- 
pression that he had heard us putting up the 
platform and was suspicious. I doubted very 
much whether he would return to the dead 
buffalo. I therefore rested my rifle an the 
stout stick which I always fastened across the 


_ front of my seat for that purpose and adopted 


a more relaxed position, with my hands rest- 
ing on my knees. The rifle was so placed that 
I could return it to the firing position without 
noise. : 

I had sat in silence listening to the- night 


‘noises of the jungle for over two hours—a 


glance at my wrist-watch later showed that 
it was nearly midnight—when I suddenly be- 
came aware that the man-eater, walking with 
an almost complete absence of noise which 
was uncanny in view of the water in which

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he trod, had come up behind me again. He 
stood there for a moment or two, then, mov- 
ing forward again, came in directly beneath 
my feet—and stopped. 

It is difficult to describe the .period .of 
suspense which followed. My feet, supported 
by the foot-rest of my platform, were less 
than eight feet from the ground. My rifle was 
not in my hands. Even if it had been, it 
would have been impossible to fire it at the 
tiger with any real hope of hitting him, al- 
though the noise of it would almost certainly 
have frightened him away if necessary. 
Alarmed though I was, this was the last thing 
that I wished to do. 

So there we remained, in complete silence. 
I was not sure whether the tiger was inter- 
ested in me or in his dead buffalo. I did know 
that, if he had a hankering for human flesh, 
he had only to standon his hind legs to reach 
my feet with his forepaws. After a wait of 
at least three minutes, which to me seemed 
very much more like fifteen. minutes at the 
time, the man-eater began to creep cautiously 
towards the dead buffalo, which lay in front 
of me. 


‘My Hopes Ran High’ 

ITH EQUAL CARE my hands gently 
found the rifle. Very slowly, I began 

to raise it to my shoulder. My hopes 
ran high. I decided that, directly the tiger had 
moved forward far enough, I would switch 
on my torch and try a snap shot. He was so 
close to me that I could hardly miss him. 
My main difficulty was to make certain of 
his exact position from the sound of his move- 
ments. Until I switched on my torch I would 
see nothing in the darkness. 

Slowly the man-eater crept forward. Slow- 
ly the Mannlicher came to my shoulder. Try 
my eyes as I might, I could see nothing. Sud- 
denly the tiger did something which I have 
never known one of his kind to do before or 
since. He drew in his breath clearly and 
sharply in a distinct hiss. The noise was made 
in much the same way in which people will 
catch their breath when something unpleas- 
ant, which had been half-expected, suddenly 
happens. Thinking over the incident after- 
wards, I came to the conclusion that, looking 
back over his shoulder, the tiger had suddenly 
made out the bulk of my platform against 
the sky. I was convinced that I had made no 
sound to warn him. 

As he made this noise the man-eater leapt 
into crashing movement. My torch went on 
at once, but although I scrambled to my feet 
immediately and swept the light round the 
undergrowth behind me, I could discern no 
movement. Another chance missed. I put 
my head in my hands and very nearly wept. 

No further news of the man-eater was re- 
ceived and, during the days that followed, 
the local people began to hope that the two

scares that I had given him had driven him 
away for good. Then, on the 23rd April 1951, 
he killed another Malay rubber tapper, six 
miles away from Jerangau at Kampong Man- 
chis. 

This was his most daring attack to date. 
Previously he had attacked people only when 
they were alone. This time he pulled down 
his victim while he was standing beside an- 
other Malay, again near the extreme edge of 
the rubber where it met the jungle. The dead 
man’s companion suffered so badly from 
shock that he was incapable of speech for 
seven hours afterwards. 

For some reason which subsequent en- 
quiries failed to make clear, the people of 
Kampong Manchis did not report the death © 
of this, the man-eater’s eighth victim, until 
nearly four o'clock in the afternoon. I left 
as soon as I had collected my rifle from my 
quarters. All my other gear, including spare 
clothing, was already in the car, as it had 
been every day since\ my first attempt to 
shoot this tiger. 

We had crossed the river and were in 
Kampong Manchis before 9 a.m. the follow- 
ing day. There was then some slight bother 
about the anti-terrorist police escort. The 
sergeant-in-charge had instructions to escort 
me wherever I went. It was clear that I would 
have no hope of shooting the tiger if I was 
accompanied by a dozen policemen. We com- 
promised. One Malay constable, who volun- 
teered, came along to act as my escort. His 
real function was to give moral support to 
Pa Mat, who would have to return by him- 
self if I remained in the jungle alone. 

We prepared to start, but a further compli- 
cation arose. Pa Mat, burdened with the 
portable platform and a number of ropes, 
could not possibly make effective use of the 
shotgun with which I had armed him. Seeing 
that this was one of the occasions on which 
he was really uneasy, I agreed that an elderly 
Malay should carry the load. Four people 
made a party which is exactly three too many 
when the quarry is a man-eater. 


The Eighth Kill 
E RUBBER SMALL-HOLDING across which 
we made our way was roughly rectangu- 
lar in shape. It lay at an angle to the 
River Manchis, with the tree at its northern 
corner only five yards from the river bank. 
The dead man had been collecting latex 
with his companion. The two of them must 
either have been seen or heard by the tiger 
from the further bank of the river; he entered 
the bushes to their left as they approached 
this corner tree. Both men were facing the 
tree and the river. The scrub enabled the 
man-eater to get within eight feet of their 
backs before he made his spring. I doubt very 
much whether the Malay he killed had much 
time to realize what was happening to him. 


Having secured his victim, the tiger 
took the body across the river and made 
off with it into the jungle from whence 
he had come. It was through this rather 
forbidding jungle that we began to follow 
the drag. 

It was one and a half hours before I 
found the place for which I had been 
searching. It was then about 11:30 a.m. 
and the body had been at the man-eater’s 
mercy since 10 a.m. the previous day. 

My examination of the remains showed 
that the tiger had been feeding from them 
very recently. From what I saw, I decided 
that he had not left the spot because of 
our approach, but had gone for a drink, 
as tigers frequently do when feeding. Pa 
Mat and I wasted little time over the body 
but began to look around for a suitable 
place in which I could await the man- 
eater’s return: No trees near at hand ap- 
peared suitable. It looked as if I would 
have to conceal myself on the ground 
near the body. I did not relish this idea.

Make Junior a 
‘Clothes Giraffe’ 


OU KNOW what a clotheshorse is. Now, 

here’s a “clothes giraffe” »for your boy or 

girl. It will help any child remember to 
hang up or put away clothing at bedtime. And 
it’s easy—and inexpensive—to make. 

The giraffe’s neck is 3’ long, easily cut on an 
exact pattern with a coping saw. Its legs are 
10” tall. The box base measures 18” long by 
12” high; it is assembled with screws (after 
holes have been drilled and countersunk) and 
the middle shelf inserted snugly. The neck is 
screwed to the top of the box. 

Painting of head and neck follows the simple 
pattern instructions. As a final touch, a tail is 
made of yarn or heavy cord and tacked on with 
a stapler. Total lumber needed: one piece of 
1” x 10” shelving, 9’ long, plus about 4’ of 4” 
dowel. Total materials cost: under $2.

All the kids envy young Terry Chapman: 


he lives with a mechanical monster -

LEVEN-YEAR-OLD Terry Chapman thinks 

K he is the luckiest boy in the world. 

“Other kids have to look at television 

or go to the movies to see a robot,” he says. 
“I've got one right in the family!” 

Terry is.referring to Garco, a towering 
mechanical man that his dad, engineer 
Harvey Chapman, built a year ago. Garco 
was created out of used aircraft parts for the 
Garrett Manufacturing Corp. (hence his 
name) for display at a metals exhibition. He 
proved to be such a fascinating fellow that 
the Chapmans kept him around. In fact, 
Garco has taken over the Chapman house- 
hold. 


“Garco is in such demand for personal 
appearances, TV shows and factory demon- 
strations that we find ourselves adjusting our 
schedules to his,” says Mr. Chapman. 

Garco just wound up a tour of U.S. thea- 
ters in conjunction with Gog (United 
Artists), a movie about robots. 

“But Gog is a killer,” Terry emphasizes. 
“Our Garco wouldn't hurt anybody. He's a 
good robot.” ; 7 * 

Terry has been devoted to the monster 
ever since his father started to build him. 

“Terry haunted the workshop while Garco 
was being born,” says Mr. Chapman. “He 
talked a blue streak, telling me just what he 
wanted the robot to do. If he had his way,

Garco would be able to ride a bicycle across 
a tightrope.” 

As it is, Garco can do plenty—and young 
Terry puts him through his paces with as 
much skill as the senior Chapman. During 
the cross-country theater tour, Terry oper- 
ated Garco and answered questions flung at 
him by throngs of youngsters and adults. 

“What bothered me most was the silly 
questions some people asked,” says Terry. 
“Id be telling them all about his electronic 
brain cells and they'd want to know what he 
eats. Or could he dance!” 

Terry's biggest delight was making Garco’s 
arms go up, his eyes goggle and his teeth 
chatter. That always made the girls squeal, 
he recalis. 

Garco weighs 235 pounds and stands 5’8”. 
Terry, who is a lean 80 pounds and a shade 
under 5’, refers to him as “The Big Boy.” He 
has great respect for him. 


A Choice of Hands 


oe ARCO HAS two different kinds of arms 
and hands,” Terry explains. “An au- 
tomatic right arm run by remote con- 
trol and a push-button left arm. His right 
hand has vacuum cups on each finger to hold 
things and his left hand is a steel claw. What 
a grip he has!” 

Garco also can telescope his legs and 
grow six inches taller. Terry points out that 
this is handy for reaching up to high shelves. 

A mannerly fellow, Garco bows from the 
Waist at appropriate moments. Once, some- 
one pushed a button unexpectedly and Garco 
bowed too far forward and toppled over. His 
bubble head came off, -his nosé was smashed 
and his jaw broken. Terry was filled with 
sympathy. 

“Gosh, I wish it had happened to me,” he 
- told his mother, “It would be a lot easier to 
patch me up.” 

Fortunately, Mr. Chapman was able to 
repair the robot and only a dent in his alu- 
minum nose remains to remind Terry of that 
fearful day. 

At the Chapman home here, Garco is kept 
out in the workshop and Terry has set up 
regular after-school “visiting hours” when 
his classmates can come over and see Garco. 
“They all think he’s keen-o,” says Terry. 

Mr. Chapman confirms this impression. 
“In one week I had something like 22 re- 
quests from young gentlemen to build them 
a robot,” he says. “This could be a lifetime 
Career,” 
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FOR RTRAIT with his parents, Terry 
clings affectionately to Garco’s aluminum fingers. 


Garco, incidentally, is insured for $10,000. 
To reproduce him would cost some $40,000 
for labor and parts. There is one other work- 
ing mechanical man in existence—Electro, 
owned by Westinghouse. 

“Electro was in Los Angeles at a home 
show,” says Terry gleefully, “and you know 
what I did? Stuck a card on his chest saying 
‘“Garco was here!’ ” 

Terry heips his father keep Garco in good 
running order, helps oil him, dust him, slip 
a plastic “nightshirt” over him to keep off 
the dust. He’s very concerned with “The Big 
Boy’s” appearance, gets especially upset 
when his dad doesn’t “button Garco’s coat on 
thoroughly.” 

it seems there are some 200 small screws 
holding front and back aluminum plates on 
the robot. They have to be removed fre- 
quently so Mr. Chapman can check the inner 
mechanism. To save time, he sometimes re- 
places only every third screw. This is when 
Terry starts worrying. 

“Gee, Dad, what will people say?” he asks.
